^HE  Defign  of  fubmitting  to  the  Publick  the  follow¬ 
ing  Sheets,  is  principally  owing  to  a  Variety  of-Af- 
perfions  thrown  out  upon  the  Bntijh  Officers  em¬ 
ployed  on  this  Expedition,  by  the  Inhabitants  of  our  Lee¬ 
ward  Colonies ,  partly  arifing  from  Mifreprefentations  of  their 
Conduct,  and  partly  from  interefted  Views  of  particular 
People,  which  the  Succeis  of  his  IVTajefty  s  Aims  defeated, 
blafting  the  Hopes  of  many,  and  difappointing  the  private 

Ends  of  all. 


Some  cried  out  vehemently  againft  the  Retieat  of  the 
Troops  from  IVIartinico,  whilfi  others  as  loudly  exclaim¬ 
ed  againft  the  Capitulation  of  Guadelupe  .  One  was  an- 
o*ry,  that  the  Squadron  at  Port  Royal  did  not  fail  into  the 
Heart  of  the  Citadel,  and  anchor  upon  the  Walls  of  the  Pa¬ 
rapet  ;  another,  that  Mr.  Hopfon  did  not  take  the  Wings  of 
the  Morning ,  fly  over  the  Gullies  at  Bafje-  j  erre9  and  perch 
at  once  upon  the  Top  of  the  Dos  d’Ane,  while  a  far  greater 
Party  fecretly  lamented  the  Interruption  of  an  underhand  Com¬ 
merce  with  the  religioufy  neutral  Ifiand  of  St.  Eujl ai  la 
within  p;  the  Commodore  and  the  General,  the  Troops  and 
Squadron  at  theD— 1,  for  difturbing  the  friendly  Harmony 
and  innocent  Correfpondence  of  the  Pi  ench - P ng liftmen  at  one 

Place,  and  the  Dutck-Englfmen  at  the  other,  for  uniea- 
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fonabjy  breaking  in  upon  what  might  with  fome  Propriety  be 
caked,  The  Fr.encb-Englijh  Trade  of  the  Caribbees  ejlablijhed  •, 
that  is,  tne  tranlporting  of  French  Sugars  in  Dutch  Bottoms 
belonging  to  Englijh  Owners,  a  Sort  of  Traffick  carried  on 
through  the  right  brotherly  Intercourie  of  the  Martinico  Plan- 
tei  and  the  St,  Eiflatia  Captain  of  a  Schooner,  by  which 
our  truly  Bntijh  Merchants  annually  enriched  theml'elves  for 
only  the  trifling  Conlideration  of  Jelling  their  Country ,  and 
putting  Arms  into  the  Hands  of  the  common  Enemy,  to 

enable  them  to  cut  the  Throats  of  Englifhmen  in  all  Parts  of 
the  World. 

Some  of  them  too  are  faid  to  have  Plantations  of  their  own 

Martinico  $  and  I  am  not  lingular  in  my  Opinion  when  X 

believe,  that  we  lei  t  many  an  aching  Heart  behind  us  at  Bar- 

badoes,  the  Day  the  Squadron  failed  for  Port  Royal j  not  out 

of  an  affectionate  Concern  for  the  Number  of  brave  Fellows 

of  their  Country,  who  were  going  in  a  Way  to  be  knocked 

o’the  Head  in  a  few  Days,  but  for  Fear  the  Enemy  lliould 

not  be  ftrong  enough  to  beat  their  Brains  out  as  fait  as  they 

could  wilh,  when  they  came  there  ;  trembling  for  Poffeffions 

eid  under  a  Ft  ench  Ring,  and  from  which  they  yearly  drew 

their  ti eafonable  Rents  and  Profits,  paying  Duties  at  a  Port 

belonging  to  the  molt  natural  Enemy  of  their  Country,  and 

encreafing  the  Revenues  of  a  Prince  at  open  War  with  their 
Sovereign. 

Had  Martinico  fallen,  they  likewife  feared  a  Reduction  in 
the  Value  of  their  Plantations  in  our  own  Illands,  as  lo  great 
a  Quantity  of  Sugar  would  then  be  added  for  the  future  to 
the  Englijh  Market,  which  of  courle  would  beat  down  the 
Prices  of  that  Commodity  to  them. 

They  exclaimed  afterwards  againft  the  Capitulation  of  Gua¬ 
dalupe,  but  gave  very  little  Affiftance  towards  the  Reduction 
of  it  j  and  not  even  that,  as  long  as  the  Troops  remained  at 

Bajft 
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Bqffe  Terre ,  nor  till  after  the  Death  of  Mr.  Hopfon,  when 
they  found  by  General  Barringtons  Motions  on  the  Side  of 
Grande  Terre>  that  there  were  no  Hopes  left  of  his  quitting 
the  Ifland  ;  they  then  indeed  fent  Negroes  to  the  Army,  in. 
Expedition,  I  imagine,  of  coming  in  for  their  Share  of 
Plunder  when  the  Ifland  fhould  be  taken  ;  or  of  laying 
out  their  Money  to  Advantage,  which  they  were  collecting 
every  where,  and  particularly  at  Antigua ,  with  that  View  ; 
having  their  Eye  upon  new  Purchafes ,  and  not  in  the  lead: 
confidering  the  Benefits  accruing  to  the  People  of  England 
from  the  PofTeffion  of  the  Ifland  at  any  Rate,  the  entire  Re¬ 
duction  of  which,  without  a  Capitulation,  might  have  been 
the  Work  of  Years  ;  for  Inftance,  how  long  was  it  before 
the  Spaniards  gave  up  the  quiet  PofTeflion  of  Jamaica  to 
the  Englijh  ?  How  many  Years  were  they  in  open  Arms,  and 
have  they  not  their  Plantations  amongft  us,  their  particular 
Rights  and  Privileges  at  this  Day  ? 

They  were  angry  with  the  General ,  I  prefume,  for  not  put¬ 
ting  the  poor  Inhabitants  to  Death,  or  for  not  banifhing  them 
off'  the  Ifland ;  and  for  being  fo  very  unreafonable  as  to  allow 
them  the  Enjoyment  of  their  own  Houfes  and  Eflates ,  after 
having  been  kept  out  by  Fire  and  Sword  for  three  Months, 
hanging  in  the  Air  like  Mahomed s  Tomb,  or  flung  in  Ham¬ 
mocks  in  the  Woods  from  one  Tree  to  another  ;  or  for  not 
dividing  them,  like  the  Roman  Confuls  of  old,  amongft  his 
OjfcerSy  who  being  a  Set  of  Gentlemen  perhaps  not  the  mojl 
remarkable  in  the  World  for  knowing  the  Value  of  Money, 
and  but  few  of  them  Mafters  of  a  very  refined  Skill  in  keeping 
it,  they  concluded  would  part  with  their  new  Eftates^r  a 
Trifle  to  the  firft  Purchafer ;  taking  it  for  granted,  and  not 
without  Reafon,  that  as  foon  as  a  noble  C aptain  had  got  ms 
Portion  of  Acres  parcelled  out  to  him,  inftead  of  turning  his 
victorious  Head  to  the  fervile  Operations  of  grinding  Sugar , 
or  Jailing  his  martial  Fingers  in  cutting  Canes  and  plucking 

Cotton^  he  would  flick  up  a  Broom  upon  his  Houle,  the  firft 
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Hour  he  cam^  theie,  as  a  Signal  for  Sale :  On  which  down 
Tally  thefe  rapacious  Harpies, 

Subiti  horrifico  lapfu  de  montibus  adfunt— 

Tingle  Piftoles,  Dollars,  and  Johannefes,  about  his  Ears,  or 
blind  his  d'jiinguijhing  Eyes,  with  a  Bag  of  Spamjh  Gold  Du  ft, 
and  fo  the  Plantation’s  their  own  for  nothing, 

Bellum  dird  cum  Gente  gerendum. 

No  wonder  then,  that  the  neighbouring  Iflanders  cried  out 
againft  a  Capitulation,  which  totally  dificoncerted  all  thefe  ava¬ 
ricious  Projects  and  felfijh  Views,  by  fecuring  to  the  People 
of  England  in  common  with  them  a  rich,  and  fertile  Coun¬ 
try*  which  they  had  vainly  imagined  would,  in  a  fhort  Space 
of  Time,  have  become  their  own  foie  Property,  and  that  of 
Negro-Drivers  and  Creol  Attornies  and  Agents. 

No  wonder  then,  that  the  moft  refpeded  Characters 
amongft  us  were  called  in  Queftion,  'and  openly  abufed  and 
inful  ted  in  all  the  Colonies  round ;  our  Commanders  fpoke 
of  with  Indignity,  and  our  Officers  with  Contempt  ;  and 
this,  after  having  been  half-broiled  to  Death  at  one  Time, 
and  half-ftarved  at  another,  living  upon  accidental  Provifion 
and  the  Chance  of  the  Day  for  upwards  of  fix  Months  to¬ 
gether  ;  at  which  Time  the  Troops  returned  Home,  loaded 
with  the  pious  Wijhes  of  their  honejl  Countrymen  behind,  that 
they  had  never  come  there  at  all,  and  devoutly  pravirw, 
that  they  might  never  come  back.  ^ 

■fbfwi  having  laid  thus  much,  it  would  be  doing  great  In- 
juflice  not  to  acknowledge,  that  there  were  very  many  wor¬ 
thy  Men  in  all  the  iflands,  who  thought  differently,  were 
fenfible  of  the  Importance  of  this  new  Acquifition,  and 
and  who  never  failed  to  fpeak  with  Honour  of  the  Officers 
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employed,  and  of  the  great  Fatigues  endured  by  the  Troops  : 
If  indeed  any  particular  Steps  were  liable  to  Cenfure,  and 
did  not  meet  with  general  Approbation,  it  ought  to  be  con- 
fidered,  that  Humanity  is  fubjedt  to  Error,  and  that  Officers 
are  but  Men  ;  expofed  to  the  fame  Infirmities  with  others, 
and  deceived  as  frequently  in  their  Judgment,  by  falfe  Ap¬ 
pearances,  falfe  Intelligence,  or  miftaken  Principles  of  Ac¬ 
tion  :  Yet  furely  fome  Allowance  is  to  be  made  for  thofe, 
who  fo  often  facrifice  their  Lives,  and  always  their  Eafe,  for 
the  Service  of  the  Nation  and  the  Benefit  of  the  Publick  ; 
and  who  fight  for  them,  bleed  and  ftarve  for  them,  when¬ 
ever  they  are  called  upon. 

It  was  therefore  in  regard  to  thefe  Virulences  fo  profufely 
fpread  abroad,  and  in  particular  at  Barbadoes  and  Antigua , 
at  the  Time  the  Convoy  was  collecting  together,  that  I  be¬ 
came  determined  on  our  Paffage  home,  to  draw  a  little  Ac¬ 
count  of  all  the  material  Movements  of  the  Fleets  and  Forces, 
in  order  that  our  Countrymen  in  England  might  be  thoroughly 
acquainted  with  the  Progrefs  of  this  Armament  fent  out  to 
the  Weft-Indies,  and  that  the  European  Reader  having  the 
principal  Fadfs  laid  down  before  him,  may  form  to  himfelf 
an  impartial  Opinion  of  the  Condudt  of  the  Troops  and 
Squadron,  unprejudiced  by  tranfmitted  Reports  or  foreign 
Mifreprefentations  ^  and  I  have  prefixed  my  Name,  to  the 
Intent  that  if  I  have  advanced  any  Untruths,  I  may  be  con¬ 
futed  by  a  Number  of  Officers  now  at  home,  all  of  them 
equally  acquainted  with  what  palled  abroad,  and  mod:  of 
them  far  fuperior  Judges  in  military  Affairs  than  what  I  cart 
pretend  to  be. 

The  Reader  will  find,  that  in  what  relates  to  the  Tfanf- 
adtions  on  the  Side  of  Capefterre  and  Grande  Terre ,  I  am  not 
fo  particular  as  elfewhere,  which  he  will  account  for  very 
eafily,  when  he  confiders  .that  my  Duty  called  me  to  another 
Station  5  there  I  muft  beg  the  Indulgence  of  the  Gentlemen 
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employed,  if  I  have  not  done  Juftice  to  the  many  Inftances 
of  Bravery,  of  which  I  know  very  fignal  Proofs  were  given ; 
but  ading  at  that  Time  at  aDiftance  from  them  at  Dominica, 
I  could  not  be  fo  minutely  informed  as  if  upon  the  Spot,  and 
I  did  not  care  to  fet  down  any  Thing,  to  the  Authenticity  of 
which  I  could  not  anfwer. 

What  follows  (as  was  mentioned  above)  was  wrote  upon 
the  P adage  home,  and  finifhed  before  we  arrived  at  Plymouth, 
fuch  as  it  now  appears  to  the  Publick.

A  SHORT 

ACCOUNT 

OF  THE 

EXPEDITION 

TO  THE 

WEST  INDIES,  &c. 

Spithead,  England. 

ABOUT  the  latter  End  of  OElober,  1758,  Captain 
Hughes  in  the  Norfolk,  with  a  Squadron  of  Men  of 
■  War  and  a  Fleet  of  Tranfports,  deiigned  upon  an 
Expedition  to  the  Weft- Indies,  failed  from  Spithead,  but  be¬ 
ing  obliged  to  put  back  by  contrary  Winds,  he  failed  again 
from  St.  Helen’s,  November  1 2,  and  having  fent  the  Berwick 
a-head  to  call  out  the  Ships  and  Tranfports  that  were  lying  in 
Plymouth  Sound  ready  to  join  him,  he  proceeded  down  the 

Channel. 

November  13.  The  Berwick  about  three  o’Clock  in  the  Af¬ 
ternoon  appeared  off  Plymouth  with  a  Dutch  Enfign  flying  at 
her  Main- top m aft  Head,  upon  which  Capt.  Shuldham  in  the 
Panther  made  the  Signal  to  weigh.

November  15.  The  whole  Squadron  joined  in  Latitude 
49  :  40.  and  con  fitted  of  the  following  Men  of  War  and 
Bombs,  with  60  Sail  of  Tranfports. 

Bombs. 
Infernal,

v  Falcon. 

In  the  Tranfports  were  the  following  Regiments,  with  a 
Detachment  of  the  Artillery  from  Woolwich ,  Old  Buffs ,  Du- 
roures ,  Elliott's ,  Barrington s,  Wat  fori  s ,  Armigers'. 

On  board  the  feveral  Men  of  War  the  Marines  were  aug¬ 
mented  to  the  IN  umber  of.  boo,  and  were  intended  to  be 
formed  into  a  Battalion  under  the  Command  of  a  Lieutenant- 
Colonel  and  Major,  in  order  to  land  with  the  Troops,  and 
to  do  Duty  in  the  Line  ;  but  upon  the  Arrival  of  the  Squa¬ 
dron  at  Barbadoes ,  Commodore  Moore  refufed  his  Allen t  to 
land  them  in  Battalion,  and  did,  in  eftedt,  take  away  all 

Command  from  the  Lieutenant-Colonel  and  Major  of  Ma¬ 
rines.  .  -  -  - 

The  gener al  Officers  employed  on  this  Expedition,  were 
Major-General  Hopfon,  Commander  in  Chief ;  Major-Gene¬ 
ral  Barrington  ;  Colonels,  Armiger  and  Haldane  ;  and  Lieu¬ 
tenant-Colonels,  Trapaud  and  Clavering ,  Brigadiers. 

1 6*  This  and  the  following  Days  the  Wind  being  foul, 
and  it  coming  on  to  blow  frefh,  on  the  19th  Capt.  Hughes , 
at  four  in  the  Morning,  made  a  Signal  to  put  back  ;  but  at 
five  in  the  Aiternoon  the  Wind  changing  in  his  favour,  he 
tacked  again,  ana  flood  on  his  Way ;  and  after  a  Pafia  ge  of 
leven  Weeks  and  three  Days,  without  any  very  material  Oc¬ 
currences  intervening,  appeared  with  the  above  Armament 
oft  the  Ifland  of  Barbadoes ,  on  JB ednejday,  ffanuary  3,  1739, 
and  came  to  an  Anchor  with  his  Squadron  in  Carlijle-Bayy 

the  Mace  of  Rendezvous  for  the  Fleet  in  Cafe  of  Separation 
by  bad  Weather. 

Carlisle- 
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Carlisle-Bay,  Barbadoes. 

Jan.  3.  Barbadoes,  is  a  rich  and  fertile  Ifland,  lying  in  the 
Latitude  of  13.  5.  N.  Longitude  59  W.  in  length  about 
30  Englijh  Miles,  and  about  12  Miles  broad  :  The  S.  W. 
Point  forms  a  Bay,  called  Carlrjle-Bay,  where  there  is  a  depth 
of  Water  from  12  to  30  Fathom.  It  takes  its  Name  from 
James  Earl  of  Carlifle,  who  obtained  the  firft  grant  of  the 
Ifland,  Anno  1625,  from  King  Charles  the  Firjl,  but  in  the 
Year  1661,  King  Charles  the  Second,  purchafed  the  Right 
of  the  Proprietors,  and  ever  fince  it  has  been  a  Royal  Go¬ 
vernment.  The  Town  of  chiefett  Note  is  Bridgetown,  which 
lies  on  the  Bay.  The  Produce  of  the  Ifland  is  Rum,  Su¬ 
gar,  Indigo,  Cotton,  Ginger,  Pine-Apples,  Guavas,  Plan- 
tanes,  Oranges,  Lemons,  and  Limes. 

As  the  Ships  approached,  the  Ifland  rofe  gradually  out  of 
the  Sea  with  a  delightful  Verdure,  prefen  ting  a  moft  in¬ 
viting  profpeft  of  the  Country  all  around,  which  looked  like 
a  Garden  j  the  Plantations  were  amazingly  beautiful,  inter- 
fperfed  at  little  diftances  from  each  other,  and  adorned  with 
Fruits  of  various  Colours  ;  fome  were  fpread  out  in  fine  and 
open  Lawns,  in  others  the  waving  Canes  bowed  gently  to  the 
Wind,  from  hanging  Mountains  ;  while  the  continual  mo¬ 
tion  of  the  Sugar-Mills  difperfed  in  every  part,  and  working  as 
it  were  in  Concert,  enlivened  the  engaging  Scene,  and  made 
it  infinitely  flunking  to  Eyes  long  accuftomed  to  the  unenter¬ 
taining  Range  of  Sky  and  Water  only. 

The  Inhabitants  were  drawn  up  along  the  Shore,  and  a  ge¬ 
neral  alarm  given  to  the  Ifland,  as  ufual,  upon  feeing  a  ftrange 
Fleet,  and  fo  large  a  one  was  a  new  Spectacle  at  Barbadoes , 
where  they  were  entirely  ignorant  of  the  Force  it  contained, 
and  only  guefled  at  its  future  Deflanation. 

From  Barbadoes,  St.  Vincent,  bears  W.  about  26  leagues, 
St.  Lucia,  W.  N.  W.  30,  and  Martinico  N.  W.  40. 

As  foon  as  the  Fleet  came  to  an  anchor,  Commodore  Moore, 

who  was  lying  in  Carlifle-Bay,  with  his  broad  Pendent  hoifted 
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cn  board  the  Cambridge,  in  Company  with  the  Brijlol,  Wool- 
' fch ,  Roebuck,  Rye,  and  Barbadoes  Sloop,  threw  out  a  Signal 
tor  all  Lieutenants,  and  took  upon  him  the  command  of  the 
united  Squadrons. 

Jan.  8.  The  following  Days  while  the  Fleet  remained 
heie,  were  chiefly  employed  in  watering  the  Ships,  landing 
re-em£arking  the  Troops,  who  were  reviewed  by 
Governour and  General  Hopjon ;  in  Councils  of  War- 
in  Aliembhes  of  the  Council  of  the  Ifland ;  in  ilfuing  Pro¬ 
clamations  ;  and  beating  up  for  Volunteers ;  all  which° ended 
m  lending  46  Negroes  on  board  each  line  of  battle  Shin  to 
draw  the  Cannon  on  Shore,  &c.  This  was  the  foie  reinforce¬ 
ment  ms  Majefty’s  Squadron  received  while  at  Barbadoes 
excepting  about  200  Highlanders,  belonging  to  the  fecond 
oat  Union  of  Lord  John  Murrays  Regiment,  brought  over 
under  convoy  of  the  Ludlow-Cajile,  from  Scotland. 

1 3.  With  this  Armament,  confiderably  impaired  by  fick- 
nefs  *  and  which  could  not  exceed  5000  Men  compleat 
Commodore  Moore,  and  General  Hopfon,  fet  fail  from  Car¬ 
lyle-Bay,  Saturday  Jan.  13  th.  at  eleven  o’Clock  in  the  Morn- 
ing,  and  flood  for  the  Ifland  of  Martinico . 

Martinico,  or  as  the  Fronch  call  it  Martinique 
lies  in  the  Latitude  of  14.  30.  11.  Longitude  61  W.  It  is 
about  13  Leagues  in  length,  and  7  in  breadth,  full  of  Hills 
one  of  which  appears  at  a  great  diftance  refembling  the 
Crown  of  a  Man’s  Hat,  and  is  therefore  called  by  way  of  dif- 
tinftion,  the  Cardinal  s  Cap,  and  is  a  good  Land-Mark  to 
Sadors.  On  the  North  Side  of  it  lie  three  fmall  Iflands,  one 
ot  which  is  called  Bree-IJland,  being  well  wooded  and  fup- 
phed  with  Water,  with  a  good  landing  Place  for  Boats.  In¬ 
deed  the  whole  Ifland  of  Martinico  is  exceedingly  well  watered, 
rivulets  running  every  where  through  it.  The  moll  beautiful 
.  art  of  the  Country  is  to  the  S.  W.  It  produces  Sugar,  Rum, 

*  The  Troops  unaccuftomed  to  the  Climate,  fuffered  greatly  from  Fevers 
from  the  TW,  the  Scurvy,  from  tire  ufe  of  Salt  Provifms,  and  from  an  ac- 
u dental  hvil,  the  Small-Pox,  which  broke  out  among#  the  Transports . 

Mo- 
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Moloffes ,  Cotton ,  Ginger „  Indigo ,  <3V.  like  the  other  leward 
Colonies .  It  has  feveral  Bays,  of  which  the  chief  is  the  great 
Bay  of  Port-Royaly  the  Capital  of  the  Bland,  and  the  Bay 
of  St.  Pierre  s,  a  large  Town  about  feven  Leagues  from  it  to 
the  N.  W.  Port-Royal  Bay  runs  up  about  feven  Miles,  in 
fome  places  near  five  Miles  in  breadth. 

Off  the  Iff  rids  of  St.  Lucia  and  Martinico. 

Jan .  14.  At  eight  in  the  Morning  the  Squadron  made 
the  land  of  Martinique ;  at  ten  was  off  the  llland  of  St.  Lucia9 
which  fhewed  very  high;  at  twelve  off  the  Bland  of  Mar¬ 
tinique  >  when  the  Cardinal s-Cap  bore  N.  W.  half  N.  ten 
Leagues. 

15.  At  fix  in  the  Morning  the  Commodore  flood  in  be¬ 
tween  the  Iflands  of  St.  Lucia  and  Martinico ;  at  feven  Mar¬ 
tinico  bore  N.  W.  about  three  Leagues,  and  St.  Lucia  S.  W. 
near  the  fame  diftance,  when  the  Commodore  threw  out  Sig¬ 
nals  for  the  Rippon ,  Winchefer ,  V/oolwich  9  Lyon9  and  Roebuck 9 
to  come  within  hail  of  him.

.  1 6‘  The  hrft  attack  upon  the  Iiland  was  made  this  Morn- 

mg  at  Fort-Negro,  a  ilrong  Battery  of  feven  Embrafures 
and  within  three  Miles  of  the  Citadel.  The  Briflol,  Rippon 
and  Lyon  were  ordered  over  Night  for  this  Service,  buf  the 
Lyor.  driving  out  to  Sea  afterwards,  at  fix  the  Briflol  and  Rip- 

pon 
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pon  flood  in  for  the  Fort,  and  at  eight  the  Brijlol  having  an¬ 
chored  clofe  in  with  it  began  to  engage.  About  nine  the  Rippon 
anchored  aflern  of  her,  when  the  Battery  being  filenced,  at 
ten  the  Marines  from  both  Ships  landed  in  the  Flat-bottom’d 
Boats,  and  climbing  up  the  Rock  enter’d  in  at  the  Embrafures 
with  Bayonets  fixed,  but  found  it  entirely  abandoned  by  the 
Enemy,  and  feemingly  with  fome  Precipitation,  ieveral  Hats 
and  Swords,  Silver  Spurs,  &c.  being  picked  up  by  the  Men 
in  different  Parts  of  it.  A  Lieutenant  from  each  Ship  with  a 
party  of  Seamen,  who  row’d  the  Boats,  enter’d  with  the  Ma¬ 
rines,  and  about  half  an  hour  after  ten,  the  Englifh  Colours 
were  hoifted,  and  Marine  Sentries  polled  upon  the  Parapet. 

The  Officers  having  made  the  neceffary  Difpofitions  in  cafe 
of  being  attacked  by  any  Detachment  from  the  Citadel  or 
Garrifon  at  Port-Royal,  the  Lieutenant  of  the  Brijlol,  re¬ 
turned  on  board  to  acquaint  Capt.  Lejlie,  with  the  Condition 
of  the  Fort,  and  that  it  was  the  opinion  of  the  Marine  Of¬ 
ficers,  that  it  was  tenable  againft  any  attempts  of  the  Enemy 
to  retake  it,  efpecially  as  the  Troops  employed  on  fuch  an 
occafion  mufl  of  neceffity  be  expoied  to  the  fire  of  the  two 
Ships ;  upon  which  Capt.  Lejlie,  *  order’d  them  to  keep  Pof- 
feffion  till  he  made  a  fignal  to  re-embark.  In  the  mean  time 
the  Detachment  in  the  Fort  proceeded  tofpike  up  the  Guns, 
knock’d  off  the  Trunnions,  broke  the  Carriages,  and  de- 
flroyed  the  Powder  in  the  Magazine. 

At  this  time  Commodore  Moore,  made  the  fignal  for  all 
General  Officers,  and  at  twelve  o  Clock  the  fignal  to  anchor. 
The  Mailer  of  the  Rippon,  rounded  from  Fort -Negro,  to  the 
Northward  as  far  as  the  Northmofl  Point  but  one,  and  tound 
from  twenty  to  thirteen  F athom  fine  Sand  and  finooth  Ground. 

At  two  the  whole  Fleet  came  ro  an  anchor  in  the  great  Bay 
of  Port-Royal,  the  Citadel  bearing  E.  about  three  Miles,  and 
the  Commodore  made  the  fignal  to  prepare  to  land  the  Troops.

they  re-imbarked  on  board  their  feveral  Ships  without  any 
moleftation  from  the  Enemy. 

As  the  Squadron  was  now  at  an  anchor  between  Fort-Negro 
and  Ptdgeon-ljla?id,  and  within  three  Miles  of  the  Town  and 
Citadel  of  Port-Royal,  the  Enemy  foon  difcovered  thehead^ 
mofl  Ships  to  be  within  reach  of  their  Mortars,  *  and  ac¬

land, 
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land,  were  already  affembled  in  the  Flat-bottom’d  Boats  along 
fide  of  that  Transport  where  the  commanding  Officer  of  the 
Brigade  they  belonged  to  was  on  board.  Upon  the  fignal  being 
made  to  land  the  Boats  put  off  immediately,  and  at  five  the 
firft  and  fecond  Brigade  landed  without  oppofition,  on  the 
Beach  in  Cas  des  Navires  Bay,  about  five  Miles  from  Port- 
Royal-,  foon  after  part  of  the  third  Brigade  landed  at  the  fame 
Place,  the  whole  Army  confining  only  of  three  Brigades  of 
two  Battalions  each.

Jan.  17.  At  feven  in  the  Morning  faw  the  Troops  ad¬ 
vanced  beyond  Fort-Negro,  firing  the  Woods  and  clearing

At  eight  the  Commodore  made  the  fignal  to  man  and  arm 
all  Boats,  when  the  remainder  of  the  third  Brigade  was  landed 
at  Fort-Negro .

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At  eight  fignals  were  made  for  two  of  the  Bombs  which 
flood  in,  till  they  had  got  the  true  Diftance  of  the  Town 
and  Citadel. 

At  twelve  the  Commodore  font  his  Captain  (Capt.  Burnett ) 
on  board  the  Rtppon,  with  Orders  to  filence  a  Battery  North 
of  the  Town  about  a  Mile  and  an  half. 

Every  thing  at  this  time  had  the  appearance  of  a  general 
attack  upon  the  Place,  the  Panther  founding,  the  Bombs 
{landing  in,  the  Rtppon  order’d  to  engage,  and  a  fignal  made 
from  the  Commodore  for  the  Tranfports  with  the  Troops  to 
come  under  his  Stern  ;  but  the  Face  or  Battle  foon  wore  on , 
a  Council  of  War  was  held,  the  Bombs  were  forbid  to  play, 
the  Panther  re-called,  and  the  Merchant- Men  belonging  to 
the  Enemy  left  unmolefted  in  the  Bay,  and  riding  at  an  anchor 
in  full  fecurity.

R  was  now  neceflary,  being  attacked  from  three  different 
Batteries,  and  the  Citadel  of  St.  Pierre ,  beginning  to  fire  upon 
tne  Ship  likewife,  to  bring  the  ftern  chace  Guns  to  bear  upon 
the  Fort,  which  was  at  firit  filenced ;  a  briFk  Fire  was  likewife 
kept  up  by  tne  Marines  upon  the  Militia  on  Shore,  many  of 
whom  were  earned  oft  iuppofed  to  be  killed  or  wounded. 

At  half  an  Hour  pad  five  the  Commodore  fent  his  Lieute¬ 
nant  with  Orders  to  tow  off. 

At  fix  the  Wind  fpringing  up,  the  Ship  was  foon  out  ©f 
each  of  the  Enemy’s  Guns,  which  at  half  an  hour  pad  fix 
eeafed  firing  as  did  the  Rippon . 

in  this  Engagement  which  laded  four  Hours  and  a  half, 
the  Ship  received  no  affidance  from  the  Fleet,  one  Boat  only 
excepted,  which  wasffent  by  Capt.  Lynn,  of  the  Roebuck .

,  22.  At  eight  in  the  Morning  the  North  End  of  Dominica, 
bore  E.  five  Leagues  j  from  Dominica,  to  Guadelupe  the 
diftance  is  about  nine  Leagues  N.  W.  by  N. 

At  eleven  the  Rippon  and  Panthers  fignals  with  thofe  of 
feveral  otner  Ships  of  the  Line  were  thrown  out. 

At  twelve  the  South  End  of  Guadelupe  bore  N.  E.  five 
or  fix  Miles. 

Guadelupe,  the  largeft  of  all  the  Caribbee  Iflands,  lies 
in  the  Latitude  16  N.  and  Longitude  6i  W.  about  thirty 
Leagues  from  Martinico  in  the  N.  W.  It  was  firft  difcover’d 
by  Columbus,  and  called  by  the  Spainards  Alto  Guardelupo , 
from  the  great  heigth  of  the  Cliffs  and  Mountains  on  it.  It 
is  about  fifteen  Leagues  in  length,  and  twelve  in  breadth, 
divided  into  two  Parts  by  afmall  Arm  of  the  Sea,  or  rather  a 
narrow  Palfage,  through  which  no  Ship  can  venture :  The 
Inhabitants  crofs  over  in  a  Ferry  from  one  Part  to  the  other. 
The  Country  to  the  Weft  is  called  Raffe -Terre,  where  Hands 
the  Metropolis,  and  where  the  Citadel  and  Strength  of  the 
Ifland  lies  ;  the  Part  to  the  Eaft  is  called  Grande-Terre. 
The  Produce  of  the  Bl  ind  is  the  fame  with  the  reft  of  the 
Caribbees-,  Sugar,  Indigo,  and  Cotton,  &c.  It  was’ attacked 
in  tiie  Reign  of  Queen  Anne,  by  Admiral  Ben; bow  and  Gene¬ 
ral  Codrington,  but  without  Succefs.  They  landed  the  Forces, 
but  finding  the  Army  diminifhed  in  their  numbers  by  Sicknefs, 

and 
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and  that  the  Mountains  were  too  difficult  of  accefs,  they 
re-imbarked  without  effecting  any  thing  of  Confequence. 
It  abounds  in  Water,  in  fome  places  of  it  very  good,  in 
others,  and  often  at  no  great  diftance,  a  Mineral  which 
fluxed  the  Men  for  fome  time  till  the  Effed:  was  difcovered. 
The  Citadel,  a  very  large  but  irregular  Fortification,  is  fituated 
at  the  South  End  of  the  Town,  built  very  high,  and  mounting 
47  Guns.  Col.  Cunningham,  on  reconnoit’ring,  from  the 
great  heigth  of  it,  was  induced  to  think  it  impregnable  to  the 
Squadron,  and  out  of  the  Power  of  the  lower  Deck  Guns  to 
batter  it,  but  in  this,  though  an  Opinion  ftrongly  fupported 
by  appearance,  he  was  deceived ;  many  of  the  Shot  from  the 
St.  George  and  Panther  flying  over  it,  though  it  muft  be  con- 
fefied  they  were  pointed  at  the  higheft  Elevation. 

At  fix  in  the  Evening  Capt.  Ichyll,  returned  from  on  board 
the  Cambridge,  the  Commodore’s  Ship,  where  a  general  At¬ 
tack  upon  the  Capital  Town  of  Bajfe-Lerre,  the  Citadel, 
and  Batteries  that  defended  it,  had  been  refolved  upon.

At  nine  the  Lyon  *  began  to  engage  the  firft  Battery  of 
nine  Cdns,  and  was  rak’d  by  a  fmali  'one  of  two  Guns,  a 
ilern  oGher.  to 'the  Southward  and  the  Citadel  with  what 
Guns  they  could  bring  to  bear. 

“The  reft  of  the  Ships  continued  moving  on  in  order  of 
Battle  to  tne  relpedlive  Batteries  they  were'  to  engage,  the 
Citadel  (or  h  or t- Royal)  playing  upon  them  as  they  advanced. 

At  half  an  iiour  paft  nine,  the  Cambridge ,  Norfolk,  and 
St.  George ,  began  to  engage  the  Citadel,  and  after  an  almoft 
incelTant  Fire  lilenced  it  about  five  in  the  Afternoon/ 

Near.; ten,  Capt.  Shuldhani,  in  the  Panther ,'  began  to  en^ 
gage  the  twelve  Gun  Battery,  and  continued  it  warmly  for 
many  Hours,  doing  great  Execution,  and  beating  down  moil 
of  tlie  Buildings  near  it,  when  having  filenced  all  the  Gunsf

The  Burford  which  was  to  have  iupporfed  the  Panther 
in  tiiis  attack,  and  the  Berwick  J  which  was  to  have  engaged 
the  feven  Gun  Battery  drove  off*  to  Sea,  by  which  means  the 
Pi pp oriy  which  followed,,  became  expofedto  the  Berwick's 
Battery  as  well  as  her  own.

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At  ten,  the  Rippon  *  began  to  engage  the  Morne  Rouge, 
but  having  run  in  too  dole  on  letting  go  her  Anchor,  (lie 
tail’d  the  Shore  and  ftuck  fall. 

At  exeven,  cut  the  Cable  and  Plawfer  and  kept  engaging 
the  feven  Gun  Battery,  taking  her  on  the  Starboard-bow. 

At  twelve  all  the  Line  of  Battle  Ships  (the  Burford  and 
Berwick  excepted)  were  in  hot  Action,  and  all  the  Forts  in 
and  about  the  Town  brifkly  cannonaded;  this  continued  for 
five  Hours  very  warm  on  both  Sides. 

The  St.  George  like  Mount  Vefuvius ,  at  the  time  of  its 
Eruption,  broke  out  in  Clouds  of  Smoke  with  a  perpetual 
rumbling  within  ;  and  the  broad-fide  of  the  Cambridge  f 
gave  the  Ship  an  Appearance  as  if  (to  be  allow’d  the  Exprei- 
jfion)  ihe  had  firft  fet  fire  to  the  Water,  and  afterwards  rode 
in  the  Flames. 

The  Lyons  Cable  was  rhot  through,  on  which  the  let  go 
another  Anchor,  and  kept  engaging. 

The  Garrifon  in  Fort-Royal ,  was  feverely  galled  by  the 
Shot  of  the  Panther,  Capt.  Sbuldbam ,  who  while  he  v/as  en¬ 
gaging  the  twelve  Gun  Battery,  played  all  the  Cannon  he 
could  bring  to  bear  upon  the  Walls  and  Works  of  the  Citadel, 
till  after  an  obftinate  Defence  for  feme  time,  the  Enemy  were 
entirely  drove  from  all  the  Batteries  to  the  South  of  the  Town, 
and  quitted  their  Guns. 

On  the  North  Side,  remained  unfilenced  the  feven  Gun 
Battery,  and  the  Fort  at  the  Morne  Rouge ,  where  the  Rippon 
lay  aground,  engaging  both  of  them,  and 

At  two  in  the  Afternoon,  had  actually  filenced  the  Guns 
at  the  Morne ;  but  the  Enemy  obferving  the  Ship  to  be  a 
Shore,  aflembled  in  great  Numbers,  on  the  Brow  of  the 
Hill,  and  lin’d  the  Trenches  from  which  they  kept  a  brisk 
Fire  of  fmall  Arms,  and  rak’d  her  fore  and  aft,  killing  and 
wounding  many  of  the  Men. 

At  three  the  Militia  brought  up  a  Cannon,  an  18  Pounder, 
play’d  it  in  the  way  of  Batteries  en  barbe  for  two  Flours, 

E  and 
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and  being  mounted  fo  high  above  the  Ship  it  was  notfilenced 
but  with  Difficulty ;  they  likewife  planted  their  Colours  upon 
the  Parapet  of  the  Trenches,  which  were  foon  after  fhot 
down  and  never  appeared  any  more. 

Lieutenant  Chaundy ,  of  the  Marines,  after  behaving  with 
great  Spirit,  received' a  violent  Contufion  in  his  left  Leg, 
which  was  cut  off  immediately,  and  Mr.  Grey ,  a  Midffiip- 
Man,  was  wounded  in  the  Thigh  with  a  Mufquet  Ball  of 
which  he  died. 

Of  twenty  eight  Marines  quarter’d  on  the  Poop,  eight  were 
killed  or  wounded,  and  the  Seamen  fo  enfiladed  on  the 
Forecaftle,  that  ten  out  of  the  twenty  remaining  were 
obliged  to  be  fent  forwards,  to  afift  in  returning  the  Fire 
there  ;  the  reft  of  the  Marines  were  employed  at  the  great 
Guns,  there  being  upwards  of  ninety  Men  lick  in  the  Hold. 
A  large  Box  containing  900  Cartridges  blew  up  on  the  Poop, 
and  let  Fire  to  the  Ship. 

All  the  Grape  Shot  on  Board  was  now  expended,  and  the 
Wadding  ;  the  Marines  and  Seamen  making  Wadding  of 
their  jackets  and  Shirts  and  firing  them  away  at  the  Trenches. 
Flung  out  a  Signal  of  Diftrefs  to  the  Squadron.  Extinguiffied 
the  Fire  on  the  Poop. 

At  this  time  Capt.  ' Lejlie ,  of  the  Brijlol ,  obferving  the 
fituation  of  the  Rippon ,  came  from  Sea,  and  run  in  between 
the  Ship  and  the  feven  Gun  Battery,  which  had  played  upon 
her  from,  the  beginning  of  the  Engagement,  pouring  in  a 
whole  Broadlide  upon  the  Enemy  ;  the  Marines  in  the  BriJioly 
at  the  fame  time  flank’d  the  Militia  in  the  Lines  ;  fo  that  the 
Fire  upon  the  Rippon  flackened. 

At  five  the  Commodore  made  the  Signal  to  prepare  to  land 
the  Troops,  which  was  afterwards  countermanded,  it  being 
too  late,  and  growing  dark;  by  which  means  many  of  the 
flat-bottom’d  Boats  in  repairing  back  to  the  Rendezvoufe  of 
their  Brigade,  were  in  danger  of  being  run  down  by  the 
Men  of  War,  now  returning  from  their  Batteries ;  and  fame 
of  them  but  very  narrowly  efcaped. 


At 
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At  half  an  Hour  paft  five  the  Commodore  fent  a  Lieutenant 
on  board  the  Rippon,  with  Orders  for  her  to  tow  off,  but  being 
acquainted  at  his  return  that  the  Ship  was  a-ground,  he  lent 

a  Pilot  to  her  Affiftance.  , 

At  feven  the  flat-bottom’d  Boats  difperfed,  and  the  Troops 

returned  to  their  refpedtive  T ranfports ;  all  the  Line  of  Batt  e 
Ships  (except  the  Rippon)  having  now  rejoined  the  meet, 
andF all  the  Batteries  of  the  Enemy  being  ! a lenced,  the  mur 
Bombs  flood  in  for  the  Shore,  and  threw  Shells  and  Cereals 

into  the  Town. 

The  Town  of  Balfe-Terre,  burnt  by  the  Bombs. 

The  Houfes  and  Churches  were  every  where  foon  in  Flames, 
the  Magazines  of  Powder  blown  about  the  Enemy  s  Ears, 
and  the  whole  at  ten  o’Ciock  blazed  out  one  general  Con¬ 
flagration.

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f  It  was  very  obfervable  that  during  the  general  Attack  upon 
the  1  own,  the  French  never  fhew’d  any  Colours  at  the 
Citadel,  where  a  Flag  Staff  ftill  remained. 

A  Genoefe  in  the  French  Service  came  down  to  the  Troops 
and  informed  them,  that  the  Enemy  had  only  five  Com¬ 
panies  of  regular  Forces  (Marines)  in  the  Ifland,  confiding 
of  twenty  Men  per  Company.  He  likewife  acquainted  them 
that  a  Train  was  laid  to  blow  up  the  Powder  Magazine  in 
the  Citadel,  and  a  Negro  left  to  let  fire  to  it,  who  was  per- 
fuaded  to  believe  he  could  efcape  at  a  Sally  Port  afterwards. 
rI  his  was  immediately  cut  off,  and  the  Magazine  fecured. 
The  Guns  were  all  fpiked  up  by  the  Enemy,  before  they 
quitted  it,  and  fome  of  the  Trunnions  knock’d  off,  but  the 
Spikes  being  chiefly  old  Nails,  and  not  of  Steel  well  temper’d, 
were  afterwards  drill’d  out  by  the  Matroftes. 

Part  of  the  Troops  laid  upon  their  Arms  all  Night  upon  the 
rifing  Ground  that  overlooked  the  Town ;  part  of  them  (the 
Old  Buffs)  made  themfelves  Mailers  of  an  advantageous  Poll 
upon  a  Hill  about  a  Mile  to  the  Weft,  and  part  enter’d  the 
Town  and  lined  the  Streets,  which  ftill  remained  on  Fire, 
and  continued  burning  all  Night. 

This  Day  arrived  the  Buckingham ,  Capt.  Tyrrel,  who  a 
little  before  had  engaged  the  FloriJJ'ant  of  74  Guns,  fupported 
by  two  Frigates,  in  which  he  acquired  great  Honour.  Ar¬ 
rived  alfo  the  Rye,  with  a  miffing  Hofpital-Ship ,  from  Bar - 
badoes ,  having  the  Phyfician  Dr.  Brooke,  and  the  Surgeons 
to  the  Army  on  Board,  who,  it  was  much  feared,  were  loft, 
the  Ship  not  appearing  from  the  time  the  Squadron  left  the 
Englifh  Channel. 

Jan.  25.  In  the  Morning  at  break  of  Day  the  Enemy  who 
had  retired  with  the  armed  Negroes  to  the  Hills,  appeared  to 
the  number  of  about  2000,  throwing  up  intrenc'hments  near 
to  a  Houfe,  where  the  Governour  Le  Chevalier  Nadau 
D’Etred,  had  fixed  his  Head-Quarters,  at  the  Diftance  of  about 
four  Miles  from  the  Town  to  the  S.  E.  and  which  with  the 
Dos  d’Ane ,  a  little  higher  up,  he  threatened  to  defend  to  the 
laft  Extremity  againft  all  Oppofition  whatever ;  faying,  “  The

Miles  from  Bajfe-Terre,  to  the  S.  E.  and  is  no  more  than  a 
hollow  Paffage  or  Cleft,  through  the  Mountains,  by  which  a 
Communication  was  open’d  into  Capeflerre,  a  more  level  and 
indeed  a  very  beautiful  Part  of  the  Ifland.  The  French  call  it 
Dos  d’Ane-,  from  it’s  refembling  at  a  Diftance  the  Back  of  an 
Afs,  but  I  rather  believe  it  to  be  an  old  Term  for  any  moun¬ 
tainous  Cleft  whatever  *.  The  afcent  to  it  was  very  fteep. 
The  Road  from  the  Camp,  interrupted  by  broken  Rocks, 
and  furrowed  by  a  Variety  of  Gullies,  which  were  extremely 
difficult  to  pafs,  and  which  rendered  it  very  hazardous  to 
make  any  Attempt  to  force  it :  In  this  the  Enemy  placed  their 
chief  Security,  holding  us  at  Defiance,  and  calling  it  the 
Ne  plus  ultra  of  the  Englifh  Army  ;  fo  indeed  it  proved  on 
this  Side,  for  though  fome  Officers  were  of  Opinion  that  it 
might  have  been  affaulted  with  Succefs,  the  Morning  after 
the’landing,  or  immediately  upon  landing,  whilft  the  Panick 
of  the  Enemy  was  ftrong,  and  the  Confternation  tney  were 
thrown  into  from  the  Bombs,  and  firing  of  the  Town  was 
not  worn  off,  and  they  remained  dilpeifed,  yet  moft  agreed, 
it  was  hardly  practicable  afterwards,  when  the  Troops  had 
continued  for  fome  Days  in  Camp  without  moving  j  when 
the  Inhabitants  had  recovered  their  Spirits,  and  now  began  to 
gather  together  again,  and  to  fortify  themfelves  on  the  Hills, 
putting  their  Negroes  in  a  Situation  of  Defence,  and  capable 
of  difputing  the  Ground,  at  every  Gully  where  the  Troops 
ffiould  appear.  General  Barrington,  feem’d  fo  fenfible  of  the 
Difficulty  in  carrying  it,  that  when  he  fucceeded  to  the  chief 

Com-

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Command,  on  the  Death  of  General  Hop/on ’,  he  drew  oft  the 
Army  immediately  to  another  Part  of  the  Ifiand. 

To  return  to  the  prefent  Operations  or  the  Troops,  Major 
Melville,  of  Col.  Rofr s  Regiment,  fcized  upon  an  advance 
Poll:  about  four  Miles  to  the  N.  E.  of  Baf e-Ferre,  1 
Plantation  belonging  to  Madame  Ducbarmey ,  wheie  he  kep 

Poffeffion,  and  upon  all  Opportunities  that  offer  d,  annoy  d 

the  Enemy  as  long  as  the  Camp  remained  uBafe-Terre  ; 
from  this  Place  he  made  Signals  to  the  Old  Buffs, and  they  to 
the  Camp  below,  to  march  off  the  Picquets  whenever  he 
wanted  a  Reinforcement,  or  the  Enemy  made  fhew  of  an 
tack  unon  him,  which  they  frequently  did.

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for  Honour,  and  for  Liberty:  He  retired  to  a  Plantation  out 
of  Gun-Shot,  and  remained  an  inactive  Spectator  or  tne 
Deftrudion  of  the  Day,  and  the  Ruin  of  the  Capital ;  no; 
did  he  on  the  Morning  after,  take  any  Precautions  to  prevent 
the  landing  of  the  Troops,  who  had  a  difficult  Snoie  to  deal 
with,  attended  with  a  violent  Surf  from  the  Sea,  and  defended 
by  Entrenchments  and  Lines  every  where  thrown  up  ;  but 
flew  from  all  the  Advantages  of  Ground  and  Situation,  and 
took  Shelter  upon  the  Hills  and  Mountains,  where  no  Danger 
could  alarm,  and  no  Batteries  could  reach.  Had  he  been  really 
brave,  or  had  a  mind  to  be  thought  fo,  he  fliould  have  ached 
like  another  Turnus .

difficult  ?  Menaces  of  Refiftance  jufqua  JExtremte,  are

oquadron  ;  upon  which  in  the  Evening  the  Troops  burnt  all 
the  Sugar  Canes  and  Houles  near  it.  At  another  Time  *  a 
Body  of  armed  Negroes  concealing  themfelves  in  the  Cane, 
and  firing  out  of  them  the  Troops  fet  Fire  to  the  feveral 
Comers  of  the  field,  and  burnt  them  and  Canes  together 
31.  The  Commodore  fent  a  Lieutenant  and  twenty  Men 
from  each  Ship  on  Shore  to  tranfport  the  Cannon  from  the

Feb.  1.  A  Detachment  of  the  Troops  commanded 
Major  Trollop,  of  Col.  Watforiz,  repulfed  a  confiderable  Party 
or  the  Enemy,  and  took  thirty  Prifoners.  y 

This  Day  the  IVeazel  Sloop,  failed  for  England  with  Dif 
patches  from  the  Commodore  and  General.

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Teh.  3.  Major  Melville ,  fet  fire  to  feveral  Villages  near  his 
tmt-Pods  at  Madame  Ducbarmey’s,  and  burnt  the  Canes  about 
them,  as  did  Col.  Crutnpe,  in  another  Part  with  a  Detachment 
from  the  Camp. 

This  and  the  following  Days  for  fome  time  the  Commodore 
fent  the  Boys  from  the  Squadron  on  Shore,  to  pick  up  Cannon 
Ball  fired  into  the  Town  at  the  general  Attack.  The  French 
on  that  occafion  made  ufe  of  all  Sorts  of  Langrege  Shot,  old 
Nails,  Copper,  Lead,  Tin,  Stones,  &c.  and  their  Mufquet- 
Ballswere  chewed  with  their  Teeth  and  Jagged. 

4.  Arrived  the  Lancajler,  from  England,  Capt.  Man. 

An  Attack  was  this  Morning  made  by  a  Detachment  of 
our  Troops,  upon  fome  Entrenchments  on  a  Hill  oppofite  to 
Major  Melville's  Poll,  thrown  up  by  Madame  Ducharmey , 
and  defended  by  her  armed  Negros  :  The  Entrenchments 
were  carried,  and  the  Houfes  and  Plantations  burnt  with  the 
lofs  on  our  Side  of  twelve  killed  and  thirty  wounded.  The 
Enemy  had  about  ten  killed,  and  a  Number  of  Prifoners  taken, 
but  Madame  Ducharmey ,  who  commanded  as  ufuai  in  Penon, 
made  her  efcape.  Lieutenant  Farrel,  Enfign  Leach,  of  JLi- 
miger’s,  and  Lieutenant  IMaclean,  of  the  Highlanders,  who 
didinguidied  themfelves  greatly  in  this  Attack,  were  dange- 
roufly  wounded. 

A  Gun  burd  in  the  Citadel,  killed  one  Man  and  wounded 
three  others.  This  Day  there  was  a  flying  Report  of  the 
arrival  of  a  French  Squadron  at  1  oh  ago,  confiding  of  fie  veil 
Sail  of  the  Line  and  thirty  Tranfports. 

5.  The  Troops  kept  engaging  on  the  Hills  with  fmall 
Arms  mod  part  of  the  Day. 

6.  At  fix  this  Morning  an  Out-Detachment  was  feen  en- 
o-aHng  warmly  with  a  Body  of  the  Enemy  above  the  Citadel, 
and  the  whole  Line  was  under  Arms  in  the  Camp.  It  was 
then  fuppofed,  that  a  general  Attack  would  be  made  upon 
the  Redout e,  before  the  Governour’s  Head-Quarters,  where 
the  greated  Body  of  the  French  appeared,  and  where  they 
had  been  feen  daily  at  work  in  railing  Entrenchments  from 

the  time  our  Troops  took  Pofieffion  of  Bqffe-Terre  ■,  but 
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At  3  0  the  Line  turned  in  again,  the  Detachment  having 
rep ul fcci  the  Enemy  and  hilled  and  wounded  near  Seventy. 

In  this  Engagement  Lieut.  Kelly,  of  Elliott’s  Grenadiers, 
particularly  diftinguilhed  himfelf,  and  by  falling  unexpeded 
on  their  Flanks  put  them  to  the  Route  in  great  Confulion. 
The  Citadel  kept  firing  Cohorns  all  this  Day. 

Commodore  Moore,  detaches  a  Squadron  to  Grande-Terre. 

Commodore  Moore,  in  order  to  facilitate  any  Attempts  upon 
the  E  after  n  and  more  fertile  Part  of  the  Ifland,  called  Grand- 
Terre,  thought  proper  this  Afternoon,  to  detach  fome  Men 
of  War  from  the  Squadron  to  take  Polfeffion  of  Fort-Louis, 
(now  called  Fort- George)  a  ftrong  Battery  and  well  defended  > 
-accordingly. 

At  two  o  Clock  the  Berwick,  with  the  Roebuck,  Renown, 
Woolwich,  Bonetta,  two  Bombs,  and  three  Fenders,  with  a 
large  Detachment  of  Marines  from  the  other  Ships  failed  to 
the  Eaftward  for  Grande-Ferre. 

Fib.  7.  The  Rippon  was  ordered  to  fend  2  twelve  Pounders 
on  Shore  to  tne  Citadel,  but  could  not  land  them  on  account 
of  the  Surf. 

8.  The  Enemy  fired  fmall  Arms  for  feveral  Hours  at  the 
Battery  raifed  by  Col.  Dejbrifay,  above  the  Citadel  without 
any  Effedt, 

^  9.  The  Rippon  landed  her  two  Pieces  of  Cannon  upon  a 
Catamoran,  which  was  tow’d  on  Shore  by  ten  Boats,  as  did 
the  Lyon  and  Winchejler  the  lame  Number.  They  were  after¬ 
wards  tranlported  by  Negroes  into  the  Citadel  where  they  now 
remain. 

10.  A  Lieutenant  of  the  Berwick  arrived,  with  an  Account 
of  fome  Difficulties  that  were  found  in  attacking  Fort-Louis, 
at  Grande-Ferre,  upon  which  the  Commodore  gave  Orders 
for  the  Ships  to  go  in  at  all  Events,  andfentCapt.  Shuldham, 
in  the  Panther,  to  reinforce  the  Squadron. 

11.  At  nine  in  the  Morning  failed  the  Panther,  for  Grande- 
Ferre.  Lieut.  Col.  Dejbrifay,  of  Col.  Watfons  Regiment,  was 
this  Day  appointed  Governour  of  the  Citadel,  or  Fort-Royal, 
which  was  repairing;  andfoon  after  Elliott’s  Regiment  march’d 

out. 
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out,  and  TVatfori  s  wefit  into  Garril'on  there,  Elliott’s  encamp¬ 
ing  in  the  Ground  where  Watforis  lay  before. 

Feb.  12.  A  Flag  of  Truce  was  lent  to  Martinico,  for  the 
Exchange  of  Prifoners. 

Fort-Louis,  now  Fort-George,  at  Grande-Terre,  taken. 

Feb.  13.  The  Squadron  at  Grande-Terre,  attacked  Fort- 
Louis,  and  the  Batteries  near  it ;  when  after  a  fevere  cannon¬ 
ading  which  lafted  fix  Hours,  the  Marines  and  Highlanders 
were  landed,  who  drove  the  Enemy  from  then  Entrenchments 
with  Bayonets  fixed,  and  hoifted  the  Englifh  Colours  at  the 
Fort  j  of  this  they  kept  Pofleffion,  doing  Duty  on  Shore,  till  a 
Detachment  arrived  from  the  Camp  fome  time  afterwards, 
under  the  Command  of  Major  Ball,  of  General  Barringtons 
Regiment,  where  they  remained  a  few  Weeks  and  then  were 
re-imbarked  on  board  the  Squadron.  A  Lieutenant  of  t  e 
Berwick,  was  killed  by  a  Party  of  the  Enemy,  which  kept  a 
regular  Fire  upon  the  Boats  as  they  landed  the  Marines,  o 
which  and  of  the  Seamen  many  were  killed  and  wounded. 

14.  At  this  time  the  Troops  at  Bafle-Ferre,  from  thecon- 
ftant  Fatigues  they  endured,  by  being  perpetually  harralied, 
without  coming  to  any  general  Engagement,  which  the 
Enemy  always  avoided,  and  by  being  expofed  to  mtenle 
Heat  from  Day  to  Day,  began  to  yield  to  the  Dnoraers  of  the 
Climate,  and  the  Hofpitals  were  crowded  with  Sick  and 
Wounded.  It  was  therefore  propofed  to  fend  Part  of  them  to 
Antrim ;  and  accordingly  the  Rippon  and  Spy,  which  were 
ordered  for  that  Service,  failed  this  Morning  witn  eight  Trans¬ 
ports  for  the  Town  of  St.  Johns  in  that  Illand,  having  about 
-00  Men  from  the  Regimental  Hofpitals  on  board,  the  greatel. 
Part  of  which  number  died  foon  after  their  Arrival,  and  many 
on  their  Pafiage.  The  Surgeons  were  fent  before  as  ufuai,  to 
make  the  neceffary  Preparations  for  their  Reception,  and  to 

Iviv  Wnter  The  Inhabitants  of  ,  . 

1  Antigua  or  Antego,  which  takes  it’s  Name  from  pus 
Circumftance  of  wanting  Water,  are  conftantly  obliged  to  fend 
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Veilels  for  it  to  Montferat,  a  fmall  Ifland  which  lies  about  eieht 
Leagues  from  it  to  the  S.  S.  W.  When  it  is  a  wet  Seafon 
they  preferve  Rain  in  Citterns,  with  which  moft  Houfes  are 
fupphed,  and  philter  it  through  large  philtering  Stones  of 
which  there  are  great  Quantities  at  Barbadoes,  and  the  other 
Colonies,  but  thofe  at  Barbadoes  are  generally  efteemed  the 
bell  I  remember  to  have  heard  in  England,  of  the  Difcovery 
ol  fome Mreffi  Springs  at  Antigua  1  but  upon  Enquiry  found 
they  had  all  a  brackilh  Tafte,  and  are  not  in  Ufe.  It  lies  in 
Latitude  17  N.  and  Longitude  61  W.  20  Leagues  Eaft  of 
St.  Chrijtophers.  It  is  theReiidence  of  the  Governor  of  the 
CjCLiiboee  Iflands,  and  has  always  a  Regiment  of  Foot  in  Gar- 

lifon  at  St.  'John  s  Town,  where  new  Barracks  have  been 
lately  built  by  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Ifland. 

The  Squadron  likewife  of  Men  of  War  employed  in  thefe 
Seas  ufually  lies  at  Anchor  in  St.  Johns  Road;  to  the  S.  E.  of 
which  is  a  commodious  Harbour  for  heaving  down  large  Ships, 
called  Englifh  Harbour,  where  there  is  a  King’s- Yard,  at¬ 
tended  by  proper  Officers,  and  under  the  Direction  of  the 
Commodore  or  Admiral  who  commands.  Englijh  Harbour , 
by  Land  is  about  1  o  or  1 2  Miles  from  the  Town  of  St,  John’s. 
The  Climate  is  found  to  be  very  unhealthy,  and  the  Country 

m  dry  Seafons  looks  very  bare,  but  at  other  times  is  pleafant 
and  beautiful.

Feb.  22.  The  Rippon  having  performed  this  Service,  and 
landed  the  Sick  at  the  Hofpital  in  St.  Johns  Harbour,  which 
took  up  feveral  Days,  returned  back  to  the  Squadron,  and  An- 
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leaving  the  Command  of  the  Squadron  to  Capt.  Lejlie,  re¬ 
moved  from  the  Brijiol  to  the  Buckingham,  in  room  of  Capt. 
‘Tyrrell,  fent  to  England,  in  the  Weazle  Sloop,  with  the  Ex- 
prefs  from  Guadelupe.  Before  the  Commodore  failed,  he  re¬ 
ceived  an  Account  of  Mr.  Keppel’s  Succefs  at  Goree,  on  the 
Coaft  of  Guinea,  which  being  immediately  communicated  to 
the  General,  in  the  Evening  at  Sun-fet  the  Cambridge,  fired  a 
Gun,  mann’d  Ship,  and  gave  three  Cheers,  as  did  all  the 
Men  of  War  in  the  Squadron  according  to  Seniority. 

The  Troops  were  drawn  out  on  Shore,  and  fired  a  Feu  de 
Joye,  taking  it  up  from  the  Cannon  of  the  Citadel. 

Feb.  25.  The  Commodore  returned  in  the  Panther,  from 
reviewing  the  Works  at  Fort-Louis. 

This  Day  a  Thankfgiving  Sermon  for  the  Succefs  of  his 
Majefty’s  Arms  at  Guadelupe,  was  preached  on  board  every 
Ship  in  the  Squadron  by  order  of  the  Commodore. 

26.  At  feven  in  the  Morning  there  was  an  Alarm  from 
Major  Melville’ s  Poll,  and  a  Signal  from  the  Old  Buffs  for  the 

Picquets  in  Camp  to  march. 

Soon  after  another  Signal  was  made  for  the  fecond  Picquets 

to  march,  to  fuftain  the  firft. 

At  eleven  the  firft  Picquets  returned  back  to  Camp,  the 
Enemy  who  were  drawn  up  on  the  Hills  oppofite  to  Mel- 
ville’s  Poft,  having  retired  on  feeing  him  reinforced  from  the 

Army  below.  .  ,  n  , 

By  l'uch  Artifices  as  thefe,  the  French  vainly  flatter  d  them- 

felves  with  a  Profpedt  to  weary  out  the  Britifh  Troops,  or  by 
finch  frequent  Alarms  to  call  them  out  to  the  Sun,  whole 
Meridian  Rays  they  knew  were  fatally  powerful  on  European 

Conftitutions.  .  A  c.  ,  ^ 

At  this  time  near  1800  Men  in  the  Army  were  Sick  or 

Dead. 

General  Hopfon  dies. 


27.  At  one  in  the  Morning  died  General  Hopfon,  at  the 
Head-Quarters  at  Bafje-Terre,  and  by  his  Death  the  Comman 
of  the  Forces  devolved  to  Major  General  Barrington. 
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This  Evening  the  Rippon  and  Briflol  were  order’d  to  fail 
to  St.  Eujiatm,  and  to  cmize  off  tiiat  Port,  in  order  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  Dutch  from  fupplying  the  Enemy  with  Provifions, 
whicn  they  had  conftantly  done  from  the  Time  they  were 
drove  up  the  Mountains  by  th eEng/i/h. 

^28.  General  Barrington  having  taken  the  Command 
of  the  Forces  upon  him,  this  Day  ordered  the  Troops  to 
ftrike  their  Tents  and  Hutt. 

General  Barrington  withdraws  from  Baife-T  crre. 

March  1.  By  break  of  Day  the  Regiments  in  Camp  ap¬ 
peared  hutted,  and  the  Enemy  were  amufed  by  it,  imagining 
the  General  propoled  ftill  to  continue  his  Attack,  and  to  re¬ 
main  there  for  fome  time ;  but  a  few  Days  after,  the  De¬ 
tachments  at  the  out  Ports  were  all  drawn  in,  the  Batteries  in 
and  aoout  the  Town  of  BaJj'e^Ferre  blown  up  and  deftroyed, 
and  the  whole  Army  brought  off  and  re-imbarked  on  board 
the  Tranfports  by  break  of  Day  without  the  Lofs  of  a  Man. 

Governour  Dejbrifay ,  was  left  in  the  Citadel  with  Watforis 
Regiment  and  a  Detachment  from  the  Artillery,  and  the 
Commodore  with  the  Fleet  failed  for  Grande-Ferre^  leaving 
the  St.  George  and  Buckingham  to  cover  the  Garrifon  in  cafe 
of  any  Attack  from  the  Enemy. 

Upon  the  Motion  of  the  Troops  the  French  defcended 
gradually  from  the  Redoute,  and  after  they  were  imbarked, 
fet  Fire  to  the  Hutts  in  Camp,  and  entered  the  Town  ;  upon 
which  Col.  Dejbrifay ,  fired  upon  them  from  the  Citadel, 
and  beat  down  and  burnt  the  Houfes  they  had  occupied,  mak¬ 
ing  a  Sally  at  the  fame  time  with  a  Detachment  from  the  Gar¬ 
rifon  ;  fome  were  taken  Prifoners,  and  the  reft  made  the  beft 
of  their  way  back  to  the  Redoute. 

6.  Sailed  the  Spy  Sloop  with  an  Account  of  the  Death  of 
General  Hopfon ,  to  England . 

7.  The  Fleet  failed  for  Fort- Louis •

The  Trade  Wind  and  Leeward  Current  prevented  the 
Squadron  and  Tranfports  from  getting  round  to  Grande-Terre , 
till  the  iith.  when  the  Fleet  came  to  an  Anchor  off  Fort- 
Louts,  of  which  the  Marines  were  ftill  in  Poffeflion.  How¬ 
ever  on  account  of  the  Scarcity  of  Provifions,  and  Water, 
and  not  being  fupplied  in  the  Tents  like  the  reft  of  the 
Army,  they  were  growing  fickly,  and  Capt.  Hood,  anti 
Capt.  North ,  belonging  to  the  Norfolk  and  Berwick  died. 
But  twenty  five  of  the  Tranfports  could  weather  the  Saints, 
the  reft  were  drove  to  Leeward. 

March  12.  Commodore  Moore,  received  undoubted  Intel¬ 
ligence  this  Day  of  the  arrival  of  Monf.  Du  Bompar ,  Lieut. 
G  eneral  and  Chef  d’  Efcradre,  (formerly  Governour  of  Mar¬ 
tinique)  with  a  Squadron  of  Men  of  War,  confifting  of  eight 
Sail  of  the  Line  and  three  Frigates  from  Old  France ,  having 
a  Battalion  of  Swijs  and  other  Troops  on  board,  intended  for 
the  Relief  of  Martinico ,  in  Cafe  he  found  it  invefted  by  the 
Englijh,  and  that  he  was  lying  at  Anchor  between  Pidgeon- 
IJland  and  Fort  Negro ,  in  the  great  Bay  of  Port-Royal,  ready 
to  come  out. 

As  it  was  very  pra&icable  for  Monf.  Bompar ,  to  throw  in 
Succours  to  Grande-Terre ,  if  he  attempted  it,  and  at  the 
fame  time  Mr.  Moore ,  be  incapable  of  putting  to  Sea  to 
oppofe  him  in  the  Situation  the  Englifh  Squadron  then  lay ; 
a  Refolution  was  taken  to  call  in  the  cruizing  Ships,  and  to 
fail  immediately  to  Prince  Rupert’ s  Bay  in  Dominica ,  where 
he  could  be  early  acquainted  with  any  Motions  made  by  the 
Enemy,  and  be  ready  to  follow  if  Occafio.a  required,  as  he 
would  be  then  to  Windward  oi  Guadelupe,  ana  at  the  Dii- 
tance  only  of  nine  Leagues. 

Monf  Bombar  arrives,  and  Mr.  Moore,  fails  to  Prince  Ru¬ 
pert’s  Bay,  Dominica. 

i  3.  Accordingly  the  Squadron  failed  this  Morning  to  Prince 
Rupert's  Bay,  and  this  Day  came  to  an  Anchor  there,  fol¬ 
lowed  by  the  St.  George  and  Buckingham,  fioni  jaafe-Joie 
Road,  and  the  Rippon  and  Brijloi  from  their  Cruize,  wno 

mined  on  the  twenty  firft. 
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The  Privateers  of  the  Enemy  took  Advantage  of  this 
Movement,  and  all  the  time  *  the  French  and  Englijh  Squa¬ 
drons  were  watching  each  other  in  the  two  Bays.  They  went 
out  roving  along  the  Coafls  and  took  above  eighty  or  ninety 
Sail  of  our  Merchant-Men,  which  they  carried  in  Prizes  to 


Martinique. 

Thefe  frequent  Captures  occafioned  heavy  Complaints 
from  the  Britijh -Ijlands,  for  they  faid  it  was  equally  as  prac¬ 
ticable  for  the  Englijh  Squadron  to  have  anchored  in  Port - 
Royal,  as  in  Prince  Rupert' s  Bay,  by  which  two  Ends  had 
been  anfwered,  the  French  Men  of  War  could  not  have  got 
out,  nor  the  Privateer  Prizes  have  got  in,  of  courfe  the  latter 
mufi  have  fallen  into  the  Hands  of  our  Cruizers,  and  have 
been  retaken  ;  no  Harbour  being  then  open  to  them,  but 
St.  Pierre  $  or  Granada ,  either  of  which  was  at  any  time  to 
be  blockaded  by  a  Single  Frigate. 

Placl  the  Englifh  made  their  Appearance  off  Port-Royal 
Bay,  Monf.  Du  Bompar ,  muft  have  been  reduced  to  the 
Alternative,  either  of  fighting  a  fuperior  Force,  or  of  re¬ 
tiring  behind  the  Citadel  into  the  Carenage  to  avoid  it  ; 
leaving  to  Mr.  Moore ,  room  to  come  to  an  Anchor  with  his 
Squadron  between  Fort-Negro  and  Pidgeon-IJland ,  where  he 
lay  before. 

To  this  it  was  replied,  that  the  heavy  Ships,  fuch  as  the 
St.  George  and  Cambridge ,  might  be  drove  to  Leeward  in 
attempting  to  get  into  the  Bay,  or  that  the  Enemy  by  con¬ 
stantly  having  the  Advantage  of  the  Trade,  Wind,  and  Cur¬ 
rent,  might  at  any  Time  fend  down  Fire-Ships  upon  the 
Men  of  War  in  the  Night. 

March  2 1 .  This  Afternoon  the  Renown  failed  for  Jamaica 
with  Col.  Haldane ,  the  Governour  of  that  Place,  who  adted 
as  Brigadier-General  upon  the  Expedition.  I  fhould  here  ob- 
ferve,  that  the  Lyon  came  fir  ft  into  Prince  Rupert's  Bay  by 
herfelf  on  the  15th. 

The  Squadron  being  fickly  at  this  time,  was  reinforced 
by  General  Barrington  with  a  Detachment  of  the  Troops,  in 

con- 


*  Above  eleven  Weeks,  from  Friday  March  16  to  Sunday  June  3. 
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confequence  of  which,  a  Serjeant  and  20  Men  were  put  on 
board  the  Rippon,  and  the  reft  of  tne  Ships  had  a  Comple¬ 
ment  in  proportion. 

March  23.  While  the  General  was  making  the  neceflary 
Dilpolitions  for  landing  at  Grande-Terre,  the  French  at  the 
Redoute  and  Dos  d’Ane  came  down  upon  Col.  Dcforifay 
in  the  Citadel ;  and  having  been  fupplied  with  a  Mortar  of 
1 3  Inches  from  Martinique,  threw  Shells  into  it  from  the 
neighbouring  Hills,  and  eredted  a  Battery,  from  which  they 
kept  playing  daily  upon  the  new  Works  thrown  up  by  the 
Governour,  and  fometimes  made  fhew  of  an  Affault  upon 
the  Body  of  the  Place  ;  but  were  conftantly  difperfed  by  the 
Fire  from  the  Garrifon,  from  which  alfo  frequent  Sallies 

were  made. 

Colonel  Defbrifay  blown  up  in  the  Citadel ;  Colonel  Crumpe 

lands  and  attacks  St.  Mary's 


When  the  St.  George  and  Buckingham  were  called  in  to 

join  the  Squadron  upon  the  arrival  01  the  French  Fleet  at 

Martinico,  the  Enemy  was  encouraged  to  approach  nearer 

to  the  Citadel,  whi  h  occafioned  a  more  frequent  Difcharge 

of  Artillery ;  and  foon  after  we  had  the  Misfortune  to  learn, 

that  a  Cannon  being  fired  too  near  a  Powder  Magazine 

placed  in  a  Stone-fentry  Box,  at  the  flanked  Angle  of  the 

South-Eaft  Baftion,  the  Return  of  the  Wadding  blew 

it  up,  and  with  it  the  Governour,  who  was  ftandmg  at 

the  Sentry-Box,  reconnoitering  the  Enemy  with  a  Glafs, 

Major  Trollop,  one  Lieutenant,  two  Bombardiers  and  feveral 

Men  upon  the  Platform.  Col.  Defbrifay  and  Major  Trollop 

were  taken  up  dead,  being  thrown  at  a  great  Diftan.ce  into 

the  Heart  of  the  Fort ;  but  fome  of  the  Men,  tho’  greatly 

burnt,  recovered;  Lieut.  Read  lived  a  few  Days.  By  this 

unhappy  Accident,  the  Army  was  deprived  of  the  Service 

of  two  gallant  and  experienced  Officers,  and  die  Citadel 

loft  a  bold  and  adtive  Governour  to  defend  it.  The  French 

taking  Advantage  of  the  Diforder  occafioned  by  the  Explo- 

Q  2  lion* 
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fion,  came  down  in  great  Numbers  from  the  Hills,  but  were 
foon  repulfed  by  the  Fire  from  the  Garrifon. 

March  2 1 .  This  Day  Major  Melville,  who  had  greatly  didin- 
guidied  himfelf  at  his  Out-pod,  was  appointed  Governour  of 
the  Citadel,  in  the  room  of  Col.  Dejhrljay,  and  fucceededhim 
likewife  as  Lieut.  Colonel  to  Watjbri s  Regiment. 

Lieut.  Colonel  Desbrisay  was  Captain  of  Foot  at  the 
Battle  ot  Laffieldt  or  dal,  near  Mlajiricht  in  1 747  ;  where 
being  wounded,  and  lying  upon  the  Ground  amongft  the 
Slain,  he  was  run  thro’  by  a  French  Officer,  whofe  unmanly 
Example  was  immediately  followed  by  the  Platoon  he  com¬ 
manded,  all  or  moil;  of  them  planting  their  Bayonets  in  dif¬ 
ferent  Parts  of  his  Body:  Of  about  13  Wounds  which  he 
received,  eight  were  judged  to  be  mortal.  Being  afterwards 
at  Table  with  the  Marechal  Count  de  Saxe,  of  whole  Polite- 
nefs  as  an  Enemy,  many  honourable  Indances  were  given  in 
Courfe  of  the  late  War,  he  was  drongly  follicited  by  the 
Marechal  to  tell  him  “  Who  the  Officer  was  that  had  ufed 
“  him  fo  very  unlike  a  Soldier,  *  threatening  to  difgrace  him 
“  at  the  Head  of  the  Regiment;”  but  Desbrisay,  tho’ 
well  acquainted  with  his  Name,  the  Commiffion  he  bore, 
and  the  Corps  he  ferved  in,  mod:  generoufly  declined  it ; 
contenting  himfelf  with  letting  his  Excellency  know,  that 
he  was  not  a  dranger  to  his  Peribn,  and  begging  his  Excufe 
from  being  obliged  to  point  him  out. 

As  he  was  at  all  times  alert,  1b  was  he  very  indefatigable  ; 
had  a  thorough  Knowledge  of  his  Profeffion,  and  was  nvafter 
of  great  Application  in  it.  He  was  quick,  and  had  a  happy 
Prefence  of  Mind  which  forefaw  a  Difficulty  and  the  Method 
to  conquer  it  at  one  and  the  fame  Indant ;  cool  in  Acition, 
and  Brave  without  (Mentation  ;  prefuming  never  upon  a  Su¬ 
periority  of  Parts,  but  always  diffident  oi  Himlelf ;  thought

was  ever  looked  upon  as  the  dijlinguijhing  Mark  of  true  Courage  in  a  Soldier .

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and  read  much,  and  was  ever  forming  feme  new  Defign  to 
moleft  and  annoy  the  Enemy. 

The  Service  of  the  Publick  was  the  Spring  that  wound 
him  up  and  put  his  whole  Frame  in  Motion. 

Fie  had  the  true  Fire  of  a  Soldier  in  him,  and  with  it  was 
as  compleat  a  Gentleman  as  any  in  the  Service,  dying  fin* 
cerely  regretted  by  every  Officer  of  his  Acquaintance. 

April  i,  Arrived  the  Emerald ,  Capt.  Cornwall,  from  Eng¬ 
land  with  Difpatches  for  the  Commodore  and  General,  and 
on  the  5  th, 

5.  Looking  into  Martinico  was  chaced  by  two  French 
Men  of  W ar. 


The  Antigua  Brig,  Capt.  Varlo,  funk  two  French  Schooners 
loaded  with  Arms  for  Gaudelupe,  and  brought  in  a  third. 

Col.  Crumpe  of  Duroure  s  landed  at  Grande -Ferre  with  a 
Detachment  of  600  Men,  between  the  1  owns  of  St.  Anne 
and  St.  Franfois,  attacked  them,  and  deftroyed  the  Batteries 


and  Cannon  there. 

1 1 .  The  Emerald  with  French  Colours  looking  into  the 
Harbour  of  Granada,  the  Mailer-attendant  and  feveral  Gen¬ 
tlemen  from  the  Shore,  taking  her  for  a  drench  F  ligate, 
came  on  board  and  were  made  Priioners ;  upon  finding  tneu 
Miftake,  they  burft  out  into  a  violent  Fit  of  Laughter,  and 
foon  after  fell  a  Singing. 

12.  A  few  Days  before,  Gen.  Barrington  formed  a  Defign 
to  furprile  the  downs  of  Petit-Bourg,  St.  Marys  and  Guo- 
gave  on  the  Baffe-Ferre  Side  of  the  Ifland,  and  to  make  an 
Incurfion  into  the  Capejierre  the  molt  beautiful  Country  in 
or  about  it  j  but  the  Succefs  of  this  Projedt  tho’  well  con¬ 
certed,  was  thro’  the  Darknefs  of  the  Night,  the  Roughnefs 
of  the  Weather,  and  the  Ignorance  and  Fear  of  the  Negroes, 
who  were  Guides,  entirely  fruftrated. 

Soon  after  the  Gen.  fent  Brigadier  Crumpe  to  reconnoitre 

the  Coaft  near  Arnouviile  and  Houelberg,  who  landed  thereon 

the  1 2th  with  a  Detachment  of  1300  Men  from  the  Troops, 

and  1  co  Anttsua  Volunteers.  They  round  tnc  Enemy  wno 
J  0  had 
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had  not  oppofed  their  landing,  drawn  up  in  two  ftrong  En¬ 
trenchments  well  defended  with  Cannon  and  palifaded,  but 
they  were  attacked  with  fuch  Intrepidity  by  Part  of  Du- 
roure’s  Regiment  of  Highlanders,  who  rufhed  in  upon  them 
with  Bayonets  fixed,  that  they  very  loon  gave  way,  and 
abandoned  one  of  them  ;  from  the  other  they  continued  to 
fire  upon  the  Troops  for  fome  time  with  Cannon  and  Muf- 
quetry,  but  a  Bridge  having  been  made,  the  River  was 
eroded,  when  they  were  entirely  drove  off  and  above  70  taken 
Prifoners,  fome  of  them  People  of  the  greateft  Condition  in 
in  the  Ifiand.  The  Lofs  to  the  Troops  was,  killed  one 
Officer  and  13  Men,  and  wounded  two  officers  and  52  Men. 

From  hence  the  Detachment  pa  fled  on  to  the  River  Lizard, 
where  the  Enemy  had  thrown  up  a  ftrong  Work  defended 
with  four  Pieces  of  Cannon,  and  feemed  determined  to 
make  a  Stand,  but  the  River  being  crofled  by  means  of  two 
Canoes  conveyed  lower  down  in  the  Night,  they  fled  at 
break  of  Day  on  the  13th  without  any  Refiftance,  and  were 
purfued  to  Petit-Bourg ,  which  they  abandoned  in  the  fame 
precipitate  Manner  as  foon  as  the  Troops  appeared.  They 
had  fortified  this  Town  with  Lines  and  a  Redoute,  but  be^ 
fides  the  Danger  they  were  in  from  the  Detachment,  then 
feizing  the  Hauteurs  around,  they  were  attacked  at  the  fame 
time  by  Capt.  JJvedale  of  the  Granada  Bomb,  who  was 
throwing  Shells  into  the  Fort. 

On  the  15th  Brigadier  Crumpe  advanced  to  the  Bay  Mah - 
cut  with  700  Men,  and  Capt.  Steele  to  Guogave  with  100, 
where  the  latter  nailed  up  feven  Pieces  of  Cannon,  with  an 
Intrenchment  which  might  have  been  maintained  againft  a 
much  fuperior  Force,  the  Enemy  retiring  after  a  Angle  Dif- 
eharge  of  their  Artillery. 

On  the  1 6th  Brigadier  Crumpe  returned  from  the  Bay 
Mahault,  where  he  found  the  Town  of  B attunes  abandoned, 
which  he  burnt,  deftroying  at  the  fame  time  a  large  Quan¬ 
tity  of  Provifions  that  had  been  fupplied  by  the  Dutch  from 
St.  Eujlatia . 

There 
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There  now  remained  only  the  Town  of  St.  Mary  §  to  pre¬ 
vent  the  Irruption  of  the  Troops  into  the  Capejierre ;  and 
was  indeed  the  dernier  Refource  of  the  Enemy  ;  this  Pafs 
they  had  ftrongly  fortified,  but  like  the  reft  as  ill  fupported. 
They  were  perfued  as  far  as  the  Heights  of  St.  Mary’s, 
having  retired  with  great  Precipitation;  being  attacked  there 
in  Front  by  the  Englijh  Grenadiers  with  the  utmoft  Resolu¬ 
tion,  they  quitted  their  Cannon  and  fled;  upon  which  tne 
Detachment  took  Pofleffion  of  the  Town,  and  next  Morning 
broke  into  the  Capejierre. 

By  a  Letter  intercepted  from  the  Count  de  Bourhonaye, 
Governor  of  Martinico,  to  the  Chevalier  D’Etreil  at  Gaude- 
iupe,  it  appeared,  “  That  the  former  was  in  no  Condition  to 
“  fend  any  farther  Relief  or  Affiftance  to  him,  all  the  Arms 
he  could  fpare  being  already  taken ;  and  that  IVIonf.  du 
“  Bompar  found  himfelf  unequal  to  make  any  Attempts  in 
“  his  Favour  againft  the  Engltjh  Squadron  ;  ftill  encouraging 
“  him  not  to  defpair,  but  to  hold  out  to  the  laft  Moment”. 

April  17.  Arrived  the  Griffin  from  England,  with  an  An- 
fwer  to  the  Difpatches  fent  by  the  Waezle  Sloop  after  the 

taking  of  the  Town  of  Bajje-Fer  r  e. 

1  9?  The  Falcon  Bomb, '  ftationed  off  the  Santos  or  Saints, 
in  order  to  prevent  any  Supply  of  Arms  or  Provifion  from 
being  carried  to  the  Enemy;  as  lire  was  chacing  in  a.  1  nva- 
teer,  mifs’d  Stays  and  was  ftranded  ;  the  Officers  and  Men 
were  faved,  and  the  fmalleft  Mortar  and  Stores  got  out. 

The  Santos  or  Saints,  (fo  called  by  Columbus  on  account 
of  his  difcovenng  them  on  ylll- Saints  Day,)  aie  four  L.fk. 
Iflands  belonging  to  the  French,  and  lying  between  Dominica 
and  Gaudelupe,  lour  Leagues  from  the  latter  to  theS.S.W.  _ 
22.  At  this  Time  the  French  Governour  finding  himfelf 
dole  prefs’d  by  Col.  Crumpe,  who  feem’d  determined  by  the 
Difpolitions  forming,  to  ravage  and  lay  wafte  the  Country, 
fent  a  Fla?  of  Truce  to  General  Barrington  to  demand  a 
Deflation  °of  Arms,  and  to  know  what  Terms  he  would 
grant ;  and  having  confulted  the  principal  Inhabitants,  and 
they  beiiw  of  Opinion  it  was  in  vain  to  hold  out  any  longer, 

on  the  25th. 
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Phe  IJland  g/'Gaudelupe  furrenders . 

April  25.  The  llland  of  Gaudelupe  was  furrendered  to  the 
General  on  the  following  Articles  of  Capitulation,  which 
were  figned  at  the  Head-Quarters  at  Capefierre  on  Tuejday 
Mc:y  1,  1759.

Du  Bompar,  had  failed  lbme  Days 
from  Martinico,  and  was  feen  with  his  Squadron  out  at  Sea, 
feven  Leagues  to  Windward  of  Marigalante,  feemingly  with 
a  Defign  to  land  fome  Forces  at  Grande-Terre,  which  he  ac¬ 
cordingly  effected,  and  dif-embarked  the  Swifs  Battalion 
coniifting  of  500  Men  ;  upon  landing  they  found  the  Bland 
furrenaer’d,  and  not  having  advanced  far  up  into  the  Country, 
retreated  before  the  Englijh  Troops  could  have  Notice  of 
of  them.

yune  4.  At  eight  in  the  Morning,  the  Commodore  an¬ 
chored  in  Bajj'e-Lerre  Road,  the  reft  of  the  Ships  following 
according  to  Seniority. 

6.  At  nine  anchored  the  Raifonnable,  and  the  Nafau  ap¬ 
peared  in  the  Offing.  Monf.  Du  Bornpar,  failed  this  Day 
from  Port-Royal,  leaving  behind  him  Le  FloriJJant  of  74, 
and  Le  Vaillant  of  64  Guns. 

7.  General  Barrington,  was  now  making  the  Tour  of 
the  Iiland,  and  vifiting  all  the  Quarters  where  the  Troops 
were  cantoned. 

The  Attention  of  the  Publick  in  England,  on  this  Ex¬ 
pedition,  being  totally  fwallowed  up  in  the  Idea  of  Mar- 
tinico,  the  Conqueft  of  Guadelupe,  (as  we  were  told)  be¬ 
came  little  confidered  by  the  Generality  of  People  there,  who 
looked  upon  it  as  a  little  Provincial  Wand  to  the  other,  and 
were  not  fufficiently  acquainted  with  the  Strength  of  it,  the 
Advantages  accruing  from  its  Poffeffions  the  Extent  and 
Produce°of  the  Country,  and  more  particularly  the  Beauty 
of  its  Situation,  where  like  a  Queen  it  fits  enthron’d  amongft 
the  leffer  Wands,  in  Power  to  convey  Relief  or  Deftru&ion 
to  all  the  Colonies  around. 

The  Soil  is  rich,  and  efpecially  at  Grande -Per re  fo  fertile, 
that  the  Canes  are  frequently  cut  fix  times  without  re-plant¬ 
ing,  and  in  Martunco,  the  fineft  Plantation  never  produced 
more  than  feven  Crcps,  and  but  very  few  did  that  indeed ; 
far  the  created:  Part  of  what  are  called  Martimco  Sugars,  are 
the  reafProauce  of  Guadelupe,  the  Inhabitants  of  which  were 
obliged  to  fend  them  to  Martinico,  before  they  could  be 
trantported  to  Old  brance. 

Martinique,  is  called  the  Capital  Wand,  from  the 

conftant  Refid'ence  of  the  Governour,  who  commands  over 

all,  as  the  Governour  of  Antigua  does  in  like  Manner  over 

St!  Kitt’s,  Nevis,  Montferatt,  and  other  the  Carribbces  with 

11s ;  but  it  is  neither  fo  ftrong  nor  fo  capable  of  Defence  as 

Guadelupe :  The  Citadel  is  indeed  extremely  difficult  to  be 

attacked  by  Sea,  and  to  Shipping  perhaps  impregnable  on 

Account  of  the  Trade  Wind  and  Current  fetting  conftantly 

out 
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out  of  the  Bay  of  Port-Royal,  but  it  is  practicable  to  take  it 
by  Land;  and  though  the  Englifh  Tioops  did  notfucceedon 
the  prefent  Attempt,  it  is  not  thence  to  be  concluded  tha" 
jt  was  not  to  be  reduced  :  Different  Reafons  might  prevail 
on  different  Perfons,  and  it  is  very  certain  both  Iflands  could 
not  .all  a  Sacrifice;  for  the  taking  of  one  would  render  it 
impracticable  to  attack  the  other  with  any  Probability  of 
Succeis,  iince  half  the  Regiments  muff  have  been  employed 
in  Garrifons  to  fecure  the  new  Conqueft :  Guadelupe  might 
therefore  be,  for  ought  I  know,  the  greater  ObjeCt  of  Con- 
fideration  to  the  Britifh  Generals,  as  it  was  a  Neft  of  Fli- 
bujliers  and  Privateers,  conffantly  infefting  the  Britifh  Trade ; 
for  moil  of  the  Ships  trading  to  Antigua,  Nevis,  St.  Kit t’ s’, 
Jamacia,  or  the  Spanijh  Main,  are  obliged  in  their  Paffage 
to  the  Wejl-Indies,  toffrike  Defeada  fir  ft,  to  make  the  Land, 
from  which  they  were  difcernible  immediately  to  the  French 
at  Guadelupe,  who  never  failed  to  fend  their  Schooners  and 
Pettaugres  out,  and  were  perpetually  bringing  in  of  Emlijh 
Prizes  to  the  Town  and  Road  of  Bajfe-Terre,  where  they 
were  pioteCted  by  the  Cannon  of  the  Citadel  and  Batteries, 
from  any  Attempts  of  our  Cruizers  to  retake  them :  For 
this  Reafon  and  for  others  that  could  be  given,  the  PofTeflion 
of  Guadelupe  is  of  the  greateft  Importance  to  Englijh  Mer- 
cnants  in  time  of  War,  and  indeed  on  many  Accounts  it 
appears  to  be  the  molt  valuable  Illand  of  the  two,  and  the 
more  noble  Acquifition  to  the  Crown  of  England. 

"June  io.  The  Tranfports  came  round  from  Grande -Terre, 
and  dropped  in  daily  to  the  Rendezvoufe  at  Baffe-Terre. 

12.  At  eight  anchored  the  Najfau:  At  ten  the  Roebuck 
came  into  the  Road,  and  failed  again  to  Efiglijh  Harbour  in 
Antigua  to  clean,  being  ordered  to  take  the  Tranfports  under 
her  Convoy  to  England. 

Rippon  ordered  to  look  into  Granada. 

1 5-  A*-  this  time  it  being  very  uncertain  whether 
Monf.  Du  Bompar,  had  entirely  left  thefe  Seas,  and  mofl  other 

Ports 
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Ports  having  been  reconnoitred  by  the  Frigates,  th e  Rippon 
was  ordered  by  the  Commodore  this  Morning  to  look  into 
Granada ,  and  failed  at  twelve  accordingly. 

Granada,  lies  in  the  Latitude  of  n.  45.  N.  about 
eighty  Leagues  from  Guadelupe,  and  thirty  from  Barbadoes, 
to  the  S.  W:  The  Ifland  is  from  Eaft  to  Weft  about  five 
Leagues,  and  in  Circumference  twenty  five  Miles.  There  are 
feveral  Bays  and  Harbours  in  it,  and  the  Road  is  defended  by  a 
Battery  of  fourteen  Guns,  and  there  is  a  French  Governour, 
ufually  refiding  here,  and  a  Garrifon,  fubjedt  to  the  Com¬ 
mand  of  the  Governour  of  Martinico.  It  is  well  watered, 
produces  Sugar,  Rum,  Cotton,  and  Fruits  as  the  other  Iflands, 
and  is  efteemed  rich  and  fertile. 

‘June  16.  At  twelve,  St.  Lucia  bore  Eaft  nine  Leagues, 
Latitude  obferved  130  551  N.  at  fix  St.  Vincent  Eaft  feven 
Leagues. 

17.  At  five  in  the  Morning,  the  S.  W.  End  of  Granada, 
boreS.  E.  by  S.  five  or  fix  Leagues. 

Difcovers  Mon/.  Du  Bompar,  and  Squadron  lying  there. 

At  eio-ht  faw  lying  in  the  Road  and  clofe  under  the  Land, 
Monf.  Bompar  with  feven  Ships  of  the  Line,  his  broad  Pen¬ 
dant  and  Colours  flying.  At  half  paft  eight,  wore  Ship  and 
flood  to  the  Northward,  being  then  about  feven  Miles  from 
the  French  Squadron. 

At  nine  one  of  the  French  Ships  loofed  her  Topfails  as  if 
to  chace,  but  did  not  come  out.  Cleared  Ship  and  made 
ready  for  Action.’ 

At  10,  hawled  up  to  the  Northward 

It  was  thought  as  Monf.  du  Bompar  did  not  chace  the 
Rippon  with  his  Squadron,  which  he  muft  have  diftinguiftied 
at  leaft  two  Hours  before  the  could  difeover  him  under  the 
Land,  that  he  was  apprehenfive  fhe  was  the  headmoft  Ship 
of  the  Englijh  Squadron,  and  was  fent  to  decoy  him  into 
the  Fleet. 

June  to. 
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June  1 8.  At  feven,  heavy  fquall  of  Wind,  Rain,  Thunder, 
and  Lightning.  The  Foretop-gallant  Sail  fplit  to  Pieces 
and  blew  away.  At  12.  Granada,  bore  E.  half  S.  diftant 
49  Leagues. 

19.  At  fix  made  the  Land  which  proved  to  be  Mont- 

feratt. 

Rippon  returns  and  acquaints  the  Commodore. 

20.  At  feven  in  the  Morning,  the  Rippon  arrived  off  Baffe- 
Terre,  which  bore  Eaft  feven  or  eight  Miles,  when  there 
being  no  Wind,  Capt.  Jekyll,  hoifted  out  the  Barge,  and 
rowed  into  the  Road  to  acquaint  the  Commodore  that  Monf. 
Du  Bompar,  was  lying  at  Granada. 

2 1 .  The  Rippon  came  to  an  Anchor  in  BaJJe-Terre  Road, 
and  faw  a  Frigate  under  Sail  to  the  Southward,  fent  by  the 
Commodore  (as  we  heard  afterv/ards)  to  Granada,  to  fee 
if  the  French  Squadron  ftill  remained  there,  but  it  appeared 
that  Monf.  Du  Bompar  had  failed,  and  as  it  was  conjectured 
foon  after  the  Rippon  was  well  out  of  Sight,  and  on  the  17th. 
it  was  reported  that  he  was  gone  to  St.  Domingo,  the  Ca¬ 
pital  of  the  Spanifh  Settlement,  in  the  Ifland  of  Hifpaniola, 
in  order  to  carry  Home  the  Convoy  bound  to  Old  France. 
The  Roebuck  returned  from  Antigua. 

The  Ludlow-CaJUe  failed  to  J  amaica ,  two  or  three  Davs 
before  with  an  Exprefs  to  Admiral  Coates ,  who  was  barely 
equal  to  the  Force  under  Monf.  Du  Bompar. 

Hi  spaniol a,  one  of  the  firft  Difcoveries  of  Columbus, 
Anno  1492,  lies  between  18  and  20  Degrees  N.  Latitude  and 
between  67  and  74.  Longitude  W.  being  above  400  Miles 
long,  and  120  broad.  It  is  divided  between  the  Spaniards 
and  French  ;  the  Spanijh  PodeiTions  lying  to  the  S.  and  the 
French  to  the  N.  W.  50  Miles  E.  of  Cuba,  and  70  E.  of 
y amaica,  where  Admiral  Coates  lay  with  a  fmall  Squadron 
of  Men  of  War. 

His  paniola,  Cuba, and  St.  Salvador,  were  the  Fruits 
of  the  firft  Voyage  made  by  Columbus,  when  he  narrowly 
efcaj^ed  being  thrown  over-board  by  his  Seamen,  combined 

in 
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in  oeneral  Mutiny  againft  the  Admiral,  who  was  leading 
them  on  upon  a  romantic  Project  as  they  thought,  and  to 
certain  Deftrudtion ;  but  Fortune  threw  this  laft  Wand  mhss 
Way,  on  which  Account  and  in  Remembrance  of  his  Danger, 
he  called  it  St.  Salvador,  which  Name  it  now  bears,  lying 
amongft  the  Bahama  Iilands,  in  Latitude  24  N.  and  Longitude 
7  5  W eft. 

D e s e a d a ,  Dominica,  Marigalante,  JMontoE- 
ratt,  St.  Kitts,  and  Porto-Rico,  were  difcovered  by 
Columbus,  in  his  fecond  Voyage  1493,  an,d  P1  hts  third 
Voyage  1498,  the  Wand  of  Trinidada,  with  lerra+Firma, 

on  the  Spanijls  Main.  _ 

Columbus,  began  a  fourth  Voyage  in  1502,  and  laile 

to  Martinico,  from  thence  to  'Jamaica,  and  afterwards  up 
the  Gulph  of  Honduras,  where  he  found  the  great  Continent 
of  Mexico.  After  all  his  Difcoveries  and  Conquefts,  feeing 
himfelf  neglefted  at  Court,  on  his  return  to  Spam,  he  retired 
to  Valladolid,  where  he  died  of  a  broken  Heart  Anno  1506. 

This  Great  Man  was  perhaps  the  moil  remarkable 
Inftance  of  disregarded  Merit  the  World  ever  knew ;  whole 
confummate  Knowledge  firft  conceived,  and  whoie  unpre¬ 
cedented  Courage  afterwards  executed,  Defigns  and  Project, 
beyond  all  the  Atchievements  of  the  moft  llluftnous  Con- 
querours  amongft  the  Ancients,  beyond  almoft  the  Capacity 
and  Valour  of  a  Mortal ;  launching  into  unknown  Seas  in 
queft  of  an  unknown  Earth,  collecting  Wealth  and  Riche, 
from  Kingdoms  and  Countries  no  where  heard  of ;  a  Sovereign 
of  his  own  Creation,  who  firft  obtained  a  Sceptre,  and  then 
found  out  a  World  to  fwayitin  Variety  of  Fortune  he 
endured  •  at  one  time  loaded  with  Honours,  at  anothei 
fent  for  Home  in  Chains;  this  Day  High-adimral  of  the 
Weftern  Seas,  and  Lord  of  all  the  Weftern  Globe  the  next  a 
Suppliant  for  Mercy,  and  pleading  his  Caufe  for  Lite  and 
Liberty,  infulted  by  his  Inferiors,  and  difgraced  by  his 
King  \  Then  iffuing  forth  in  Splendor  and  in  Power, 
adding  Dominion  to  Dominion,  and  Continent  to  Con¬ 
tinent,  till  worn  out  with  Age  and  repeated  Services,  he 

returned  to  Europe  in  a  private  Station,  and  cued  umver- 
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ially  regretted  and  admired,  but  in  the  Territory  of  the 

Prince  he  had  aggrandized,  and  the  Country  he  had  en¬ 
riched.  * 

Then  at  the  laft  a  magnificent  Monument  was  ere&ed  to 
his  Memory,  the  only  Return  made  him  by  that  Nation, 
which  derives  its  greateft  Influence  at  this  Day  from  Acqui- 
fitions  made  by  his  underftanding  Heart,  and  his  invincible 
A rm .  In  a  Word,  Colu?nbus  fliould  only  have  lived  in  the 
Reign  of  fuch  a  Prince  as  Alexander,  who  wifhed  for  nothing 
to  much  as  a  new  \Vorld  to  conquer  j  in  fuch  a  Court,  his 
uncommon  Virtue  had  been  rewarded,  and  he  had  died  in 
Honour,  a  Prodigy  to  all  fucceeding  Ages,  t 
To  return ; 

General  Barrington  embarks  on  board  the  Roebuck  for 

England. 

June  23.  General  Barrington  having  now  finifhed  his  Tour 
round  the  Ifland  of  Gaudelupe,  and  having  fettled  all  Affairs 
relative  to  the  Inhabitants  and  the  Difpofition  of  the  Troops, 
embarked  this  Afternoon  on  board  the  Roebuck,  leaving 
Col.  Crutnpe,  who  had  for  fome  time  part  a  died  as  Brigadier- 
General,  to  command  the  Forces  in  his  Abfence.  At  the 
lame  time  the  Regiments  of  Old  Buffs,  Barringtons,  and 
Elliott’s,  having  compleated  the  three  Regiments  of  Du- 
roures,  IVatJbns,  and  Armigers,  which  remained  behind, 
embarked  on  board  the  Tranfports  to  return  to  England. 

The  Highlanders  and  the  Drafts  for  North-America  were 
to  fail  at  the  fame  Time  for  New-Tork,  under  Convov  of 
the  Rye.

St.  Christopher’s,  or  as  it  is  commonly  called  St.  Kitt’s, 
was  firft  difcovered  bp  Columbus  in  1493,  w^°  gave  lt  ^'1S 
Chriftian  Name.

cure,  till  they  have  crofted  thefe  Latitudes  ;  from  which

Sept.  8.  Joined  the  Norfolk  and  Convoy.  A  very  high  Sea 
all  this  Morning,  it  having  blown  hard  all  Night.  Some  of 
the  Ships  appeared  to  have  loft  their  Top-Mafts,  and  others 
threw  out  Signals  of  Diftrefs.  Blew  hard  all  Day,  loft  the 
Norfolk  and  Convoy  at  Noon,  lay  too  under  a  reef’d  Forefail 
and  Mizen. 

27.  The  Rippon  arrived  at  Plymouth,  as  did  the  Briftol 
the  Day  before,  and  was  foon  after  joined  by  the  Burford 
and  Winchefter, 

The  Convoy  arrives  at  Spithead. 

October  5.  Arrived  Capt.  Hughes,  in  the  Norfolk,  with  the 
remainder  of  the  Convoy  at  Spithead,  and  above  200  fail  of 
Merchant-Men. 

Thus  ended  an  Expedition  of  great  Importance  to  the 
Publick,  and  in  which  the  Englifh  arms  acquired  a  Reputation 
even  from  the  Enemy  :  The  Intrepidity  of  the  Officers  who 
commanded,  and  the  Refolution  of  the  Men  who  obey’d, 
were  very  uncommon  and  remarkable,  and  fuch  only  as  a  true 
Senfe  of  Honour,  and  a  true  Zeal  for  their  Sovereign,  and 
their  Country  could  infpire ;  expofed  to  Dangers  they  had 
never  known,  toDiforders  they  had  never  felt,  to  a  Climate 
more  fatal  than  the  Enemy,  and  to  a  Method  of  Fighting 
they  had  never  fee  11 :  HarrafTed  with  perpetual  Alarms,  and 
fatigued  with  conftant  Duty,  they  ftill  advanced,  alert  in  all 
Hours  of  Caution,  invincible  in  all  Flours  of  Attack ;  fre¬ 
quently  they  buffered  from  concealed  Fires  out  of  the  Woods, 
from  lurking  Parties  of  armed  Negroes  that  could  not  be 
difcovered,  and  where  the  Officer  who  commanded  was  in 
the  Situation  of  Virgil’s  Rutulian  Captain,

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On  fucii  Occafions  they  preferved  their  Ranks  inflexibly, 
or  rufhed  with  Bayonets  fixed  amongft  the  Trees  and  Bufhes 
till  they  had  fcoured  them  thoroughly.  Fortune  at  lafl  de¬ 
clared  m  their  Favour,  and  Conqueft  became  the  Recom- 
pence  of  Virtue  j  when  under  the  Diredtions  of  an  adtive 
and  enterprizing  Commander  in  Chief,  whofe  Orders  were 
executed  with  the  fame  Alacrity  they  were  given,  the  Britifh 
Troops  fucceeded  in  reducing  to  his  Majefty’s  Obedience, 
•*';  hland  perhaps  of  as  great  Confequence  to  the  Crown  of 
England,  as  any  other  m  Subjedtion  to  it  in  South  Hm  erica  $ 
of  infinite  Prejudice  to  tne  Trade  and  Commerce  of  the 
French,  our  natural  and  inveterate  Foe ;  and  of  as  much 
Security  to  our  own  Colonies  and  Plantations  near  it. 

Nor  were  the  Officers  and  Seamen  of  the  Royal  Squadron 
at  all  inferior  in  their  feveral  Departments  to  the  Gentlemen 
of  the  Army,  and  while  we  admire  the  diftinguifhed  Rapidity

It  would  be  in  vain  to  recite  each  particular  Inftance  of 
remarked  Valour  in  the  Fleet,  and  in  the  Camp,  but  in 
general  I  believe  it  may  be  allowed  that  in  both,  the  Officers 
did  their  Duty,  and  the  Men  fought  boldly  and  like  Eng-
